THE SENATORIAL CONTEST. 

The general impression that James A. Reed. 
Kansas City’s Democratic candidate for the 
United States Senate, gained a point when he 
emphasized the burial of the anti-Folk hatchet 
by attending the Folk-for-President banquet and 
indorsing the Folk movement is probably Correct. 
[It may be good practical politics, but it does not 
settle the question of Mr. Reed’s fitness for the 
Senate.

But there is a substantial gain to be credited to 
Mr. Reed on account of his action. The Folk 
following is the progressive element of the 
Democratic party of the State. The former Gov- 
ernor and his adherents have been in opposition 
to corrupt bossism, plutocratic party control and 
undemocratic methods and policies. It is a sub- 
stantial advantage for Mr. Reed to align himself 
with the progressive elements. It is an indica- 
tion of his political state of mind, of his willing- 
ness to co-operate with those who are striving to 
make the Democratic party an effective force 
against the encroachments of privilege and plu- 
tocracy, and for genuine Democratic progress. 

But (the campaign is young. There may be 
new candidates in the field. In former Governor 
Francis St. Louis has a candidate that fixes a 
high standard of practical experience in . public 
affairs and demonstrated capability for public 
work. The question to be determined in the light 
of the campaign is the fitness from every stand- 
point of the candidates honestly to represent the 
people of Missouri, to stand in the Senate for the 
public welfare and to do the work necessary to 
be done to protect public rights and interests.

Aside from the pub- 
lic interest in the case, why should a man. not 
assure his neighbors that he applied his com- 
mon sense in reaching a decision and weighed 
the evidence with the necessary care? 

The idea that the deliberations of a jury should 
be secret for all time is obsolete. Secrecy is es- 
sential to the extent of compassing the ends of 
justice. When those ends have been attained 
publicity is permissible and frequently advis- 
able. 
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An expert says that 400,000,000 cubic feet of 
natural gas is wasted each day in one field in the 
South, the gas being blown into the air in hopes 
that oil wells will be developed. This looks like 
a chance at conservation that legislators have 
overlooked. Natural gas has a value; it should 
belong as much to the public as to the man who 
bores a hole to reach it.

ELIMINATING THE MIDDLEMEN. 

The United States Steel Corporation is estab- 
lishing supply depots where complete lines of its 
products will be sold direct to the consumer. The 
development of such a scheme of distribution 
with the thoroughness which has marked the Steel 
Trust’s operations, would eventually eliminate the 
middleman as a factor in the iron and steel busi- 
ness. 

While a decided innovation, such a step would 
be in accordance with frequent suggestions that 
the profits exacted by the middlemen are a large 
factor in tne high cost of living. Of middlemen 
there are thousands. They are factors in all lines 
of trade. They comprise manufacturers’ agents, 
commission men, brokers, factors, jobbers of vary- 
ing degrees of importance, combined wholesalers 
and retailers and retailers. Our commercial sys- 
tem revolves around them and each takes a profit 
which the ultimate consumer pays. In many lines 
these operators are indispensable accessories. 
They have the knowledge which permits them to 
measure the demand and find the supply for it. 
They work for both producer and consumer. In 
many instances they are entrenched behind mili- 
tant organizations which do not hesitate to dic- 
tate to the producer as well as the consumer. 
The retail lumbermen have an association which 
will punish an infraction of its rules by the mill 
owner instantly with a -boycott, and they have 
an elaborate spy system and a publication as the 
instruments of gathering and spreading informa- 
tion, enforcing their decisions and keeping the 
field clear for themselves. 

By breaking down a part of this systcsn in re- 
lation to the steel business, the Steel Trust wiil 
be in a position to decrease prices to the con- 
sumer or make greater profits for itself. The 60 
per cent net earnings of the Tobacco Trust were 
due in large measure to its retail operations. 

But so long as the protective tariff is main- 
tained there is Ifttle chance of decreased prices. 
Indeed, protection is the thing that makes it pos- 
sible for the trusts eventually to drive all the 
middlemen out of business. It will be easy for 
the Steel Trust to deal directly with the con- 
sumer. The Beef Trust could take over the retai) 
business {fn a month. The Tobacco Trust has al- 
ready taken much of it. Control] of the sources 
of supply as the result of bhign protection will 











react in the end to destroy those who have sup- 


sorted it. The Steel Trust: as a retailer is,not 
more of a novelty than Standard Oil as a peddler. 
it is characteristic progress within “the scope of 
our peculiar and artificial economic scheme.

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CHILDREN OF DRINKING PARENTS. 


The confused question of the relation of alcohol 
to health and efficiency is further obscured by 
the publication in England of statistics upsetting 
the theory that the children of alcoholic parents 
exhibit physical or mental inferiority. 

The figures are contained in the report of an 
inquiry made by Miss E. M. Elderton of the Uni- 
versity of London, assisted by Prof. Karl Pearson. 
F. R. S., to ascertain whether any disparity of 
physical development, intellectual activity or 
acuteness of perception exists between the chil- 
dren of sober and drinking parents. To this end 
a total of 3604 children in Edinburgh and Man- 
chester were examined. The discovery was made 
that there is a higher death rate among the off- 
spring of alcoholic than among the offspring of 
sober parents, due perhaps as much to accident 
and. carelessness as to the toxic effect of drink, 
and that there is a slightly greater height and 
weight in the children of the sober. 

On the other hand, the inquiry showed— 

That the general health of the children of a]- 
coholic parents is on the whole somewhat better 
than that of the children of sober parents; that 
parental alcoholism is not the source of mental 
defect in offspring; that children of normal vision 
appear to preponderate in the families of drinking 
parents, end, in brief. that no marked relation 
of any kind exists between alcoholism in the 
parent and intelligence, vigor or disease in the 
child. 

No doubt the theory that the physically strong- 
est in a community have the greatest capacity and 
taste for alcohol! may account for the ability of 
their children to resist deterioration. It is possi- 
ble that the higher death rate of the children of 
the alcoholic leaves the more rugged to survive. 
But the conclusions reached, that indulgence in 
drink has no influence on heredity, only serve to 
deepen the mystery of alcohol.

B. B.—The first dialects of which we have 
knowledge are Indo-European. The seven branches 
of the Indo-European family are Sanskritic, 
Iranian, Greek, Italic, Celtic, Slavonic and Ger- 
manic. The question as to what was the primi- 
tive language has occupied the attention of phil- 
osophers a long time. An important contribution 
to the question was made by Schmidt, who tried 
to show that the decimal system of the Indo- 
Europeans Sanskrit) was derived from Semitic 
sources. The discovery in- 1902 of the Arzawa 
letters would strengthen the belief fin an early 
inter-communication between Indo-Europeans and 
Semites. These data, if accepted, would show that 
the Indo-Europeans at a very early period were 
near neighbors of the Semites, and perhaps in 
clase communication with them. Further, it is 
known that trade communication, between the 
North of Europe and the Southeast, possibly Se- 
mitic, took place at an early date. This would 
lead to the belief that the. two lanqueass (San- 
skrit and Semitic) were spoken by different people 
in the same period of the world’s history. e 

R.—The first written constitution framed by an 
American community was the Fundamen Or 
ders of Connecticut, 1639. The first congtitutien o 
the United States was the Articles of Confedera- 
tion. Its defects and failure caused many to con- 
sider the desirability of drastic amendment. The 
Alexandra Conference of Maryland and Virginia 
led to the Annapolis Convention in 1786, this to the 
Convention of 1787 in Philadelphia. That conven- 
tion forthwith proceeded, not to amend the Confed- 
eration, but to make a new Constitution. This 
Constitution differed from its predecessor tn that 
it dealt diréctly with individuals, that it invested 
the Federal Government with coercive powers, that 
it provided an efficient executive, and that {t was 
susceptible of amendment by easier means than 
unanimous consent. Since it went into operation 
in 1780 it has been developed by amendment, by 
interpretation and by custom. Courts, especially 
the Supreme Court, have developed it pd inter- 
pretation. Under Chief Justice Marshall the court 
much enlarged the powers of the Federal Govern- 
ment in this way. Expansions of this sort have 
come mostly from the clauses giving Congress the 
taxing power and the power to regulate commerce, 
and from the war powers of the President and 
Congress. Usage has added such features as the 
committee system, the gerrymander and so forth. 
In fact, we have a written Constitution plus an 
unwritten Constitution.

the Boy Scout movement, which has eutgrown all 
expectations and is now becoming one of the most 
extensive and popular organizations in the country. 
Gen. Baden-Powell says: 

“For the present I intend to devote myself to put- 
ting the Boy Scouts organization on a surer founda- 
decentralizing it and by giving powers to 
county organizations. We now have 300,00 mem- 
bers, and I intend to perfect a scheme by which 
Boy Scouts will find work in London and scout mas- 
ters may be able to ftmprove their positions. In fact, 
it will be plain that boys will have everything: to 
gain and nothing to lose by joining. 

“On July 11 am going to Canada to promote the 
movement there, and afterward to South Africa. I 
am convinced the boy scouts can be made a valuable 
asset to the empire in case of need.”’

The story in circulation is that 
Prof. Hough, speaking of recent reév- 
élations of corruption at Springfield, 
said: “There is one man of whom 
Belleville should be proud. A bribe 
of $1000 was offered to him and he 
refused it. And his name is James 
A. Farmer.” 

When Prof. Hough was asked about 
it he denied that he had mentioned 
#Farmer’s name or had made any 
reference to a bribe having been of- 
fered to the former State’s Attorney.

His state- 
ment, as he remembered it, after the 
members of his class had refreshed 
his memory, was that any community 
ought to be proud of any man that 
would refuse a bribe, that Sheriffs and 
State’s Attorneys had opportunities to 
accept;bribes, and that ff they doubted

WON JONES’ SUIT 


Opinion of A. B. Shipley, U. 
S. Commissioner, to Be 
Ready Tuesday.

The report of Arthur B. Shepley, spe- 


dial United States Court Commissioner 
in the suit of Morgan Jones and 70 oth- 
ers against the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co., will be submitted Tues- 
day. The report is said to be in favor 
of the company. 

Jones and others, who were minority 
stockholders in the Missouri! Edison 
Electric Light and Power Co., were 
dissatisfied with the terms of the sale 


to Union Electric. They filed suit in 
the United States Circuit Court at St. 
Louis to have the merger of the severa! 
continent corporations forming Union 
Electric, set aside. 

One of the charges made in the Jones 
case was that Union Electric constitutes 
a trust in violation of- the Missouri 
statutes. Another charge is that the ma- 
jority of the stockholders of the. Mis- 
sour! Edison Company agreed to accept 
one share of Union Electric No. 2. stock 
for two share of Edison stock, pre- 
ferred. 

It is also charges that Union Electric 
planned to get control of all the light- 
ing companies in St. Louisa for a mono- 
poly. 

The suit has been in the court for 
more than six years. Shepley’s report 
will be hade to the Judge of the Federal 
Circuit Court in St. Louis. His findings 
are not binding on the court, and the at- 
torneys for Jones and others probably 
will insist upon having the court itself 
pass upon the case.

Several Nations in Proposed 
Conference to Bring About 


Agreement. 


WASHINGTON, June 4.—The British 
Ambassador has had a conference with 
Mr. Hoyt, counselor of the State Depart- 
ment, regarding the matter of the Pe- 
lagic sealing In Bering Sea. An effort 
is being made to bring about a confer- 
ence of representatives of the United 
States, Great Britain, Japan and Russia 
with a view to agreeing upon the terms 
of a treaty for the protection of fur 
seals in the North Pacific Ocean. 

This conference probably will be held 
next winter and the treaty which it is 
hoped will follow it is expected to con- 
tain provisions doing away entirely with 
Pelagic sealing and materialiy limiting 
the nuraber of seals which may be killed 
on land. It also is understood that the 
United States would consent to the pay- 
ment of some compensation to Canada 
for the loss of what she regards as her 
rights in the matter of taking seals.

Art was still beckoning him on, when, without 
waiting to finish a lot of studies that are not 
required for entrance to the Latin Quarter, he 
dropped his Central High School] course and went 
to shoving trucks in the old Simmons establish- 
ment on Washington avenue. He would work 
just long enough to get a little money ahead, and 
then back to the brush, the canvas and the maul 
stick, which he had learned to use as a student. 

But by the time of his marriage, six years after, 
the beckonings of.art had become fainter, and as 
his salary and his family increased the signals 
dwindled to mere wigwaggings.

finished at the age of 70. And after 70, Norvell 
Bays, he doesn’t expect to care much for art or 
for anything else but “soft food.” 

He told his partners when the firm was or- 


‘ganized that he would quit the business after five 


years. They said they knew better, and it proved 
that they did, for Norvell stayed 10 years, and 
increased the business sixfold in that period. But 
10, he resolved, was to be the limit, and so the 
other day Norvell announced that his successor 
as president of the firm would have to be elected 
the first thing in 1911.

Salesmen of the house 
were instructed to preserve a mystery about the 
identity of “The Gimlet’s” teamster-editor, but 
William Marion Reedy discovered and exposed 
him, and soon afterward he revealed himself. 

This was when he recited some of “Mike’s 
thots” on the subject of college education to the 
advertising men,-and the remarks appeared in 
daily newspapers as Norvell’s own. Then Norvell 
proceeded to explain that the teamster’s views 
were not necessarily his views, and that he “thot” 
a college education a fine thing—a luxury, indeed, 
to be enjoyed by those who could afford it.

But they predict that, before “‘Mike’s” philo- 
sophical vein has been worked out, the lure of 
the big, busy room at Third and Washington 
avenue, with its click of typewriters drowning 
the traffic noises outside, will draw Norvell back 
into the game. Perhaps not as head of the busi- 
ness, but as avery active director. For he is 
going to remain on the board. 

But as a’director, and as a salaried officer of 
the company, he expects to avoid the danger of 
which he expressed a fear the other day when he 
said: 

“I’m afraid of nervous prostration—not from 
work, ‘but from trying to work and not being 
allowed to.” 

He was referring to the hourly interruptions 
of casual callers, of charity solicitors and of the 
157 varieties of persons whom there is no direct 
profit in seeing, and who turn attention from the 
business concerns which need attention, but 
whom he does not feel that he can refuse to see. 
Most business men, he says, suffer from the same 
waste. 

There has been one limit to the Norvell “open- 
door” policy. He is so democratic that he sees 
everybody—except Democratic politicians. To 
them the suave clerk at the outer door has 
standing instructions to say that Mr. Norvell’s 
at the City Hall at 4 p. m. on Tuesdays and Fri- 
days, when the Council meets.

It might 
be dangerous to leave things to professional o’fice 
holders of the type of some of our politicians, 
but I attach great value to the work of such men 
as Councilman Schutz, who has business exneri- 
ence, but who also has time to investigate city 
problems. 

“A man in active business has not time to look 
into things for himself, as he needs to do in order 
to vote intelligently. How can I leave my office 
and go out to some place where it is proposed to 
open an alley or build a sidewalk platform? If 
it were in my own business, I would send an 
employe to look after it. 

“And yet, by not knowing these facts, business 
men in the Assembly make mistakes through ig- 
norance of things that men trained in public life, 
and giving their whole time to it, would know. 
Our system of two houses makes it worse, as, 
after the Council has solved a matter, the House 
has to go through the same inquiry.

a whole. congregation to pray for 60 
days and held up his decision in the 
“Jamesport Church Trial’ until the pe- 
titions are answered. 

Not only that, he ordained a bishop 
in the Apostolic Church, whose members 
are known as Disciples of Christ, and 
empowered him to run the flock as he 
saw fit until the case finally is adjudi- 
cated. 

The church got into the cocurts 
through a suit instituted by one faction 
of the congregation against another 
over the observance of the “Social 
Hour” on Sundays. This hour is one 
set apart for prayers, the reading of the 
Bible, mutual exhortations, and, when 
a minister was present, a sermon. 

The plaintiffs demanded that when 
the minister was present, the time from 
11 o’clock to 12 o'clock be given over to 
his sermon. The defendants insisted 
that this necessarily would exclude the 
customary social worship at that hour. 


Ordains a Bishop, 
At the close of the testimony Judge 


Davis said to the court stenographer: 
“Do not take this,”’ and then struck 
the desk with his gavel and said: ‘'For 
forty hours I have lstened to the test! 
mony in this case. Every body else 
connected with the case, attorfieys, 
evangelists, parties and witnesses have 
talked, but me. . Now, I have something 
to say— I want every member of the 
Jamesport congregation to stand up. It 
makes no difference which side you are 
on.”

He expressed the belief that steam 
has reached the point of its highest 
development, especially on the rail- 
roads, unless they widen the guages, 
and declared his opinion that the use 
of electricity will become general in 
railroading. 

Governments Will Go Broke on War. 

A’ question was put to Edison as to 
the suggestion that a European is 
said to have completed an invention 
for projecting a ray which will kill 
within a radius of many miles, but 
the inventor was apparently not in- 
clined to discuss that phase of it. 

“This war matter will be settled by 
all the Governments going broke equip- 
ping for it,’’ he declared. ‘There will 
be popular uprisings one of these days 
against this military business."’ 

“Tl most certainly approve of the cen- 
tral station idea in the generation of 
electrical power,’ he said in reply to 
another question. ‘“‘That is the only 
way in which it ought to be done. 
We are bound to gravitate toward the 
central plant. It is absurd for a town 
to have half a dozen isolated plants, 
when one will do the same work at 
much less cost.” 

“‘What are the possible reductions in 
the cost of producing electricity—the 
largest item of expense of production 
being now the investment?” he was 
asked. 

“We can make electricity cheaply 
enough,’’ he replied. “It is now down 
about as cheap as we can get it, al- 
though there are big possibilities for 
Savings in the boiler room, but we still 
have to contend with the various other 
expenses, such as outside overhead 
fixed charges, which continue about the 
same,”’ 


Doesn't Like Irrigation. 


Recently Edison took a trip through 
the western country, where he was 
deeply interested in the irrigation sys- 
tems which he saw, but he is seeming- 
ly disgusted with what seems to him 
a waste of effort in that line. 

“I don’t understand why they go to 
the trouble and expense of digging those 
long, costly ditches, when they could 
make their water power manufacture 
electricity right up in the hills and then 
take it down to the land to be irrigated 
on slender wires,’ he said. ‘‘The system 
of digging ditches is the brute way.”’ 

Edison at 64, keen-eyed, clear-minded 
and as active as a man of 85, busy with 
experiments on phonographic records, 
and with perfecting his cement house, 
has ideas on eating, sleeping and exer- 
cising, ideas which should demolish 
many fads and fancies, coming as they 
do from a real human dynamo of energy 
that has been running with undimin- 
ished power for so many years. 

His rugged health and his enormous 
capacity for work indicate that his be- 
Hefs set well upon him. While the apos- 
tles of pedestrianism are crying the vir- 
tues of walking, he remains one of the 
most enthusiastic automobilists in the 
country, with a string of half a dozen 
cars in his garage, and while his home 
is within five minutes of his laboratory 
at Orange, }> prefers riding there in a 
car to usin™ iis legs, 

Doesn't Believe in Exercise. 

“I don’t believe in exercise, aside from 
that entailed by a man or a woman’s 
ececupation,’’ he declared. “‘Considering 
the human body as a dynamo, it takes 
in enough fuel to supply its needs in 
the ordinary discharge of its occupa- 
tions. 

“People don't know how to feed the 
human dynamo; they are killing them- 
selves by overeating. They eat because 
it gives them. pleasure. Considering the 
human body in the light of a dynamo. 
again, if they were to eat just enough 
to feed it properly and keep it going 
right, they would eat about one-third of 
the quantity that they eat now. 

“IT eat Just enough to keep my weight 
constant. If I find I am falling off in 
weight, I increase my eating;. if I am 
taking on flesh, I reduce my amount of 
food. I don't believe there is any such 
thing as brain food. I eat everything. 
I don't restrict my diet, except in point 
of quantity. I eat very little—four or 
five ounces pto a meal—and I eat any 
time I feelf hungry. I go to my meals 
regularly, fbut if I do not feel hungry I 
leave the table without eating. 

“IT sleep six: hours a day and sleep 
at any time and any place—I coula 
sleep in q boiler factory if I was 
sleepy.” 

“What will you go into next, 
Edison?” he was asked. 

“Ah,” he said slowly, “I am an old 
man. I do not know.” 

Interviewing Edison has come to 
be a difficult task, for the reason 
that he does not care to spend the 
time usually required. His deafness 
often makes it necessary to write out 
most of the questions before aand, 
but he answers everything pui to 
him without the slightest hesitation 
or evasion. But he characterizes his 
deafness as a great blessing. 

Most of his pleasure nowadays is 
derived from motoring, and he is apt 
te call up his drivers at any hour of 
the night and take a long ride over 
the Jersey roads, He seems to have 
no particular preference in cars and 
he never tinkers with them himself. 

For some time he has been working 
on the perfected system of moving- 
talking pictures and it is sald that 
they have at last reached such a stage 
that the figures articulate to their

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NAMA HEALTH 
UFFIGIAL SAYS 
RATS IMPERIL US 


Col. W. C. Gorgas Agrees 
With Idea to Import Cats 
to Wage a War. 














Rats and mosquitoes menace the health 
of the nation and keep it in danger of 
bubonic and other plagues, says Col. 
Will C. Gorgas, president of the Amer!i- 
can Medical Association, who won :au- 
1els as the conqueror of yellow fever in 
Cuba during the American occupation. 

Col. Gorgas is ch':* sanitary officer of 
the Isthmian Canal. He left Ancon, 
Panama, May 18 to come to Si. Louis 
for the convention of the American 
Medical Association and to relinqu!sh his 
office as president to Dr. Welch of Bal- 
‘imore, the president-elect. 

“Cities of the United States are always 
at the mercy of bubonic plague while 
we have rats,’’ said Col. Gorgas last 
night. “The rat carries the flea -and 
the flea communicates the disease to 
numan beings. In 1680 the bubonic 
plague caried off half the population 
of London. 

Rat Is Intelligent. 

“How we are to get rid of them I 
don’t know. I think: it would be too big 
an undertaking and would cost too 
much money for the Government to 
take hold of now. 

‘Poison will not kill all the rats. 
rat is an intelligent animal. Unless you 
change your poisons he'll not partake 
of them after he hag seen his fellows 
die. He becomes suspicious and wary 
and profits by experience and will not 
be fooled. 

“IT see that Dr. Koch has suggested 
we impcrt the best class of cats. That 
sounds good. The rat increases raridly 
and must be Kept down. it serves no 
good purpose that I know. It is of no 
good use except to cats.’’ 

Col. Gorgas says that the only way 
in which malaria can be stamped out 
‘n Arkansas, Southern Missouri and ad- 
jcining districts along the Mississippi 
River is to drain the swamps. 

Goes on Scout. 

This is the first time Col. Gorgas has 
visited St. Louis. As soon as he arrived 
he boarded a street car to look ab»iit. 
fie got as far as Twenty-seventh street 
and Washington avenue, bit missed the 
slums he was looking for. 

“Slums,”’ said Col. Gorgas, “‘are merely 
the product of low wages. Increase 
the wages of laboring men and you de- 
crease the size of the slums. That's 
the way we bettered slum conditions 
in Cuba and: the Philippines, and are 
now doing in Panama. As soon as we 
went to Panama we raised wages almost 
twice the amoun had been. 

“Where, er we have gone, however, 
we have increased the cost of living. 
But we have also increased the wages 
and the population. That is probably 
the reasen for the increase in the cost 
of living.’’ 

Colonel Gorgas says sanitary condi- 
tions in Panama are now as good as 
the Government hopes to get them. Yel- 
low fever and malaria have been prac- 
tically stamped out.

A boy employed by W, J. Lynch, su- 
perintendent of the Granite City Steel 
Mills, went to him, weeping, and told 
how he had been inveigied into a craps 
game and how he was fleeced of two 
weeks’ wagés. The youth’s entreaties 
touched the steel man, who loaned him 
$10 to replace part. of the money he had 
lost to take home and tide his mother 
over until the next payday. 

The incident stirred Lynch to action 
against the gambiers, and his zeal was 
not abated when he learned that his own 
name bad been whispered about in con- 
nection with the official protection said 
to have been accorded the “Big Six.” 

Men Who Are Indicted. 

The men ipdicted, besides Gottselig, 
are Fred Figer, known as the “slot 
machine king;’’ Harry Bricker, known 
as the ‘Big Swede;’’ George Coke, James 
McMillan and James C. Brittain.

“Alcohol makes one immoral; it 
frenzies the brain and creates wicked 
passions. Morphine makes one un- 
moral. The morphine user does what 
he or she wishes to do without pro- 
test from the moral nature because 
the moral nature is destroyed. Mor- 
phine users are supremely selfish. 
They are happy when their physical 
cravings are satisfied. 

“Great as are the issues of life and 
death to the parties immediately con- 
cerned and to ali of us who have 
care for the safety of human life and 
the security of society, this Doxey 
trial emphasizes a few great ques- 
tions of sociological and psychological 
interest. 

“It demonstrates the necessity for 
physical scientists to settle the stand- 
ards of deadliness of certain poisons 
They must prepare formula of quali- 
tive and quantitative analyses con- 
cerning the presence of these poisons 
in the human body. We are at their 
mercy and must abide their majority 
decision.”

Gov. Johnson's veteran dexterity in 
manipulating psychological effects In the 
minds of jurors—by the delicate insinu- 
ation of an inference not based on evi- 
dence, or the subile creation of a sub- 
conscious prejudice—was never displayed 
with more mastery than in the Doxey 
case; and his previous victories had won 
him the name of the greatest criminal 
lawyer in the Middle West. 

Still wearing the profesisonal frock 
coat and the top-boots of two genera- 
tions ago, which were the sartorial 

atures of the trial, Gov. Johnson an- 

ed for the Post-Dispatch yesterday 
itrategy by which Mrs. Doxey’s 
freedom was won. He condemned the 
State's hampaign of battle by declaring 
that it was fixed and rigid, permitting

The plan of the defense, on the other 
hand, was flexible and elastic, he said, 
enabling an instantaneous shift to meet 
emergencies as they arose. 

“‘Mrs. Doxey’s defense was conducted 
entirely in the realm of psychology,” 
said he. ‘‘We did not resort to appeals 
to the jury’s hearts, such as tears 
and lamentations on the part of the 
defendant, or touching scenes between 
her and her father and sisters. Our 
attack, save for my closing speech, 
was directed wholly at the jurors’ in- 
tellects. Any emotional incidents which 
occurred were spontaneous and unpre- 
meditated.’’ 


Doxey’s Reticence 
Greatest Obstacle. 


HEN he entered the case, Gov. 
W Johnson says he was  con- 

fronted with a number of 
theories of guilt, for which he 
must find and oppose equally plaus- 
ible theories of inhocence. The the- 
ories of guilt he outlines as fol- 
lows: 

That Mrs. Doxey joined Erder 
in St. Louis as a result of a con- 
spiracy between herself and her 
husband, Dr. Loren B. Doxey, te 
murder the young Postoffice 
clerk for his life insurance. 

That Mrs. Doxey’s return to 
Doxey, after her alleged mar- 
riage to Erder, was for the pur- 
pose of perfecting the final: de- 
tails of tho crime. 

That arsenic, found in Erder's 
viscera, was administered to him 
by Mrs. Doxey. 

That cacodylate of soda, pur- 
chased by Doxey and addressed 
to his wife in St. Louis, was the 
form in which the pojson was 
given. 

“It was not sufficient,” said Johnson, 
“that the theories of guilt were sup- 
ported only by circumstantial evidence. 
Despite the jurors’ endeavor to main- 
tain an open mind, it is a psychological 
fact that they could not but be in- 





fluenced by the mere statement of these 
theories, if they wens not courteracted 


| by theories of innocence deduced from 
the same facts. 


Satisfies Jurors’ 
Curiosity Easily. 








INALLY, we were able to op- 
* pose to the conspiracy hy- 

pothesis, evidence that Mrs. 
Doxey left her husband after an es- 
trangement ‘and ‘shifted for herself,’ 
as he had told her to do, by accept- 
ing Erder's protection at his invita- 
tion. Attorney Miller of Columbus, 
a witness for the State, unwittingly 
assisted us by testifying to the ex- 
istence of an estrangement. 

“Then we had to ex>.tain why, after 
this alienation, Mrs. Doxey left Er- 
der and revisiteq Doxey in Colum- 
bus. We placed testimony before 
the jury that Mrs. Doxey expected to 
become a mother, that Erder wished 
to keep the fact secret from his fam- 
ily, and that Mrs. Doxey at last 
solved the difficulty by deciding, 
with Erder’s consent, to consult: Dr. 
Doxey concerning her predicament. 

“Experts declare that arsenic was 
found in Erder’s body. His physi- 
cians , testified that none of their 
medicines contained arsenic. The 
States’ presumption was that the 
poison was administered by Mrs. 
Doxey. The defense could not de- 
pend on the fact that her administra- 
tion of the drug could be proved, or 
upon her denial of giving it. We 
had to suplpy some reason for the 
presence of the arsenic in Erder’s 
body. 

“We had, of course, no direct evi- 
dence as to how the poison came there. 
But I contrived to insinuate a plausi- 
ble explanation with which the jurors 
might satisfy their curiosity on this 
point. I brought out, through Dr. 
Friedeberg, that Erder had for several 
menths been ill of an affection of which 
he told his family nothing. Dr. Friede- 
berg stated that he had prescribed 
tonic medicines and that arsenic was a 
tonic, but that he did not prescribe 
arsenic. 

“Is it usval,” I asked, ‘for persons 
with this ailment to take patent mea- 
icines?’ 

“It is,’ the physician replied. 

“Do these patent medicines some- 
times contain arsenic?’ I continued. He 
answered in the affirmative. 


““T Felt Sure the 
Case Was Won.’’ 


aE purpose was accomplished. 
The jurors had been supplied 
with the suggestion that Er- 
der nright have taken the poison him- 
self, in patent medicines. With this 
theory accepted as plausible, all the in- 
criminating circumstances of the case 
were weakened into coincidences.” 
Johnson said that he was afraid of the 
cacodylate of soda evidence, and that 
he prepared a three-fold attack upon it. 
His first aim was to obtain the ex- 
clusion of all testimony on this head. 
But if the evidence was submitted, he 
planned to establish first, the improba- 
bility of Dr. Doxey’s taking the risk 
of mailing the drug to his wife: and 
second, that the poison is not necessari- 
ly pernicious, The last he accomplished 
by the use of animals, to whom the 
drug had been given without deleter- 
lous effect.

Case of the Butcher 
and Cattle Buyer. 


GOT the case reversed by the Su- 
preme Court on the ground of er- 
instructions. 
my client was sen- 
tenced to 10 years in prison. The 
Supreme Court again reversed the 
case, and at the fourth trial, after 
four years of litigation, the punish- 
ment was made one year in the 
county jail and the payment of a 
fine of $1000. This was a lot better 
than hanging. 

“Another case was that of a cat- 
tle buyer, who stabbed a butcher !n 
Nevada. The accused man, eye-wit- 
nesses testified, quarreled with the 
butcher. following him into the 
street, and was seen running away, 
dropping a knife as he pan, a mo- 
ment after his opponent fell. No one, 
however, saw him strike the blow. 

“In an ante-mortem statement, the 
butcher accused the cattle buyer. of 
stabbing him. I succeeded in having 
this statement thrown out of court 
because it was not legally a ‘dying 
declaration.’ According to the law, 
a man who makes a ‘dying declara- 
tion’ must be convinced that he is 
dying, and the butcher, it proved, 
did not think his wound fatal. On 
this technicality, my client was ac- 
quitte on his second trial after hav- 
ing been sentenced to hang at the 
first. 

“I remember a woman whom I defend- 

ed in a murder case in which morphine 
figured. She stabbed another woman in 
a fit of jealousy, who died a week later. 
[ was at my wit's end for a plea of de- 
fense, until I learned that the wounded 
woman, a morphine-taker, had left her 
bed during the absence of a nurse, and 
taken a quantity of morphine. Falling 
from the effect of the drug, she suf- 
fered a hemorrhage of the wound and 
died. I could have acquitted my client, 
but her conscience caused her to take 
two years in the penitentiary.” 

Johnson has freed so many clients 
from criminal charges that Assistant 
Circuit Attorney Newton, at the 
Doxey trial exclaimed: 

“Gov. Johnson's reputation is 
builded upon the skeletons of de- 
feated justice.”

Circuit Attorneys Consider 
Again Prosecuting Woman 
Freed of Murder. 


The bigamy charge against Mrs. 
Dora Elizabeth Doxey may be dis- 
missed at Clayton to give the St. 
Louis authorities an oportunity to 
prosecute her for perjury, because the 
penalty for the latter offense is more 
severe. Prosecuting Attorney Shack- 
elford told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
at Clayton last night that he would 
be willing to drop the bigamy charge, 
if Assistant Circuit Attorney Newton 
considered the perjury charge 
stronger. 

The penalty for bigamy is from one 
year in j7il to five in the penten- 
tiary. That for perjury is from two 
to seven years in the penitentiary. 

Following her acquittal on a 
charge of murdering William J. Er- 
der with arsenic, Mrs. Doxey was re- 
arrested at 1a. m. yesterday on the 
bigamy charge an1 released shortly 
after noon on a $1500 bond signed by 
Jeferson Fuller, her father, and for- 
mer Lieut.-Gov. Charles P. Johnson, 
one of her lawyers. 

Assistant Circuit Attorneys Newton 
and Rosskopf said last night that 
they would determine Monday what 
action to take with regard to the 
charges against Mrs. Doxey. The 
perjury charge would be based, New- 
ton said, on the false affidavit Mrs. 
Doxey made when she swore she was 
Erder’s widow on two occasions— 
once in the Probate Court and again 
to collect $2700 on his life. On the 
witness stand in her trial she said 
she did not marry him. 

Mrs. Doxey Won't Be Actress. 

The verdict of acquittal in the 
murder case was a “surprise to the 
Circuit Attorney's office and to Erder’s 
family. “That was a brainless jury,’ 
commented Miss Kate Erder actdly, 


when she Kéard of the verdict. The 
jury cast Seavv’en votes and one “blind 
ballot,” whith was not counted, 
changing slowly from seven to five 
for acquitta] to 10 to t*vo, and then 
becoming unanimous. 

Mrs. Doxey was beaming like a girl- 


graduate at the office of Gov. Johfison 
yesterday afternoon when she told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that she wéuld 
never go on the stage, although two 
tempting offers had been made to her, 
but that she expected to become a 
trained nurse. 

When asked about a report that she 
expected to divorce Dr. L. B. Doxey, 
Mrs. Doxey laughed. 

“That certainly is a leading ques- 
tion,’’ she said. “I object.”’ 

Pressed for an answer, she declared 
that she was in too much trouble at 
this time to consider the question of 
divorce. 

“But I do not intend ever to 
with Dr. Doxey agatin,’’ she said. 

“No, she promised me she would nev- 
er go back to him,” said Jefferson 
Fuller, who was standing near by. 


Spends 10 Hours in Jail. 
Mrs. Mary Morris, a sister, and 


Lucille Latham, an 8-year-old niece, 
also were with Mrs. Doxey. She 
was laughing and chatting with 
them in high good humor, her face 
bright with joy at her freedom and 
bearing no trace of the tears she 
shed daily during her two weeks’ 
trial. 

Mrs. Doxey spent about 10 hours 
in the Clayton Jail before she was 
released. She seemed so happy at 
the verdict that she didn’t seem to 
object much to the confinement. The 
charge of bigamy was issued against 
her last November at the instance 
of Miss Erder, the sister-avenger 
who had caused her arrest in Co- 
lumbus on a statutory charge, to 
hold her until the more serious 
eharges could be prepared. Return- 
ing to St. Louis, Mrs. Doxey spent 
some time at Gov. Johnson's office, 
and then went to the Moser Hotel, 
where she ate a hearty difner and 
spent the evening with her sisters 
and f&Ather. 

The case against Dr. Doxey, jointly 
indicted with his wife, probably will 
not go to trial, according to Four 
Courts forecasters. No member of the 
Circuit Attorney’s office would say 
what action is to be taken regarding it, 
but Mrs. Doxey’s acquittal ts said vir- 
tually to uestroy the case. 

Circuit Attorncy Jones yesterday had 
the case set over to the next term of 
court and Dr. Doxey remained a pris- 
oner. 

Dr. Doxey professed to be astonished 
at his wife’s story on the stand, in 
which she threw on him all the blame 
for her subjection to the morphine 
habit, and at her story of her intimacy 
with Erder. He is eager, however. for a 
reconciliation with her, and declares her 
father is to blame for the estrangeinent 
between them. 


LANDAU WINS SUIT FROM 
PUBLISHERS OF HIS. BOOK 


Leo A. Landau, author of ‘The Big 
Cinch,”’ will. not have to pay a note

The plaintiffs asserted that Landau 
expected too much, as he paid the com- 
pany only 26 cents @ volume, afithough 
putting the book on the market for 
6% a copy. A suit for $5000 damages,

Exceed 1908. 





The volume of business transacted 
on the Merchants’ Exchange during 
fhe first five months of the present 
year shows a decided advance over 
1909, both in the amount of grain 
handled and the general amount of 
business transacted. The aggregate 
receipts were 26,517,942 bushels of 
all cereals, as against 22,930,354 
bushels in 1909. The receipts of the 
various grains compare as follows:

The receipts show an increase 
daily and by the end of the year 
will doubtless equal the volume of 
1208, which was greater than in 
1909. 

The general business of the city 
as evidenced by the tonnage handled 
by the railroads shows a similar ad- 
vance in general lines. 

For the first three months of 1910 the 
tonnage received aggregated 8,318,700 
tons compared with 6,316,600 tons for the 
same period in 1999. The coal tonnage 
increased about 1,000,000 tons, a large 
amount being stored in anticipation of 
the strike. 

The shipments or outbound tonnage 
shows a like increase reaching 4,856,400 
tons compared with 4,003,700 tons the 
previous year.

Arbitration Board Grants 60 
Per Cent of Demands for 
12'% Per Cent Raise. 








CHICAGO, June 4.—The Federal Arbi- 
tration Board which has been taking 
testimony in the wage controversy be- 
tween 27,00) enginemen and 4 railroads 
west of late this afternoon 
handed down a decision in favor of the

The Arbitration Board granted em- 
ployes 60 per cent of their demands for 
a 12% per rent increase. 

The men involved in the wage con-: 
troversy are members of the Brother-3 
hood of Locomotive Firemen En-* 
ginemen. Under the ruling of t®® arbi- 
tration board the wages of 'the men 
vary with the different classes of serv- 
ice. Following are the increases an- 
nounced by the board: 

Firemen—Main line 
passenger service increase, 
hundred miles or less. 

Firemen—Through and irregular 
freight, mixed work, wreck, gravel, | 
helper, pusher, snow plow and 
branch service (except mallet type 
engines), tnerease of 15 cents per 
hundred miles or less, provided that 
on coal burning engines, firemen [fn 
this service shall receive additional 
increase of 15 cents per bundred 
miles or les. 


No Increase for Some. 
On simple engines having cylinder 


94 inches or over in diameter and on 
compound engines weighing 216,000 
pounds or more on drivers, firemen 
shall receive not less than $3.76 per 
hundred miles or less; provided that 
where a rate is now paid on engines 
with cylinders less than % inches 
in diameter or compound engines 
weighing less than 216,000 pounds on 
drivers, in excess of $3.75 per one 
hundred miles or less there shall be 
no increase. 

Firemen—local or freight service; 
increase & cents per 100 miles or 
less, except on roads having eight 
hour day or twelve and half miles 
per hour basis. 

Firemen—on mallet type engines 
$4 per 100 miles or less in all classes 
of service. 

Firemen—yard service, increase of 
2% cents per day. 

Switen engineers and engine dis- 
patchers increase of 2% cents per 
day.

“The bread should be kneaded long 
enough the ‘first time to distribute 
the yeast all through the dough. It 
should be allowed to rise until it has 
doubled its bulk and then should be 
thoroughly. kneaded again, placed in 
the baking pan and allowed to rise 
again until it has gained twice its 
bulk. 

“The oven must not be too hot 
when the bread is first put in or 
the crust will not form. When dore, 
it should be allowed to cool slowly.”

HIS FORMULA SECRET 





Result ‘of Experiment Will 
Be Tésted at the Mint in 
New York. 





By a Staff Correspondent of the New 
York World and the Post-Dispatch. 


SCRANTON, Pa., June 4.—A staff cor- 
respondent of the Post-Dispatch spent 
virfualf¥ all of today in the chemical 
laboratory of Dr. Frederick W. Lange. 
Tt was the same laboratory in which 
(haries C: Dickinson, former President 
of the Carnegie Trust Company of New 
York, inhaled poisonous gases on Mon- 
day, May 16, while watching a pro- 
cess designed to transmute base metals 
into*silver, the chemical inhalation caus- 
ing the banker’s death in St. Luke’s 
Hospital, New York, eight days later. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent 
saw Dr. Lange do all that he did 
when Mr. Dickinson watched the 
fatal experiment, and he saw him 
do much “more. Unless this mod- 
ern alchemist is an artist of su- 
perlative skill at legerdemain with the 
ability to do slight of hand work baf- 
fing the keenest vision, or with the 
originality to devise ways and means 
for the achievement of colossal trickery, 
he has discovered something which may 
cut the price of silver nearly in half 
and turn the scientific world upside 
down. 

He saw Dr. Lange take eight ounces 
of silver, which had been mined and 
refined and which cost him 64 cents an 
ounce. He saw him put the eight 
ounces of silver in a crucible and place 
the critcible in a furnace heated to 
2,000 degrees. 

‘Watching the Process. 

He saw him add several spoonfuls of 
a white powder from time to time to the 
silver in the crucible and later add 
eight ounces of some gray metal, a 
little brighter in color than lead and re- 
sBembling closely sterotyping metal 
which includes lead, tin and antimony. 
>He saw this mixture turned into a 
boling liquid and the white hot cruc!i- 
ble with its contents lifted from the 
furnace and the contents dumped out 
on a@ stone. Then he saw the contents 
harden into an irregular shape and be- 
come metal again. 

This piece of metal when plunged into 
a pail of water and cooled so it could 
' be handled had every appearance of 
silver. Whether it was or not the re- 
porter cannot say. 

Dr. Lange asserted it was about .&800 
fine silver and when refined it would 
show about .970 fine silver. Sterling 
eliver, he says is .925 fine. Tho Post- 
Dispatch correspondent saw this piece 
of metal placed on the scales and it 
weighed the ‘tiniest trifle under 16 
ounces, or the smallest shade less than 
_double the amount of silver originally 
put in the crucible. 

Sees’ Metal Dissclve. 

He saw this metal dissolved with 
acids into chlorides until it finally be- 
came nothing but a milk white cream 
or pasty substance. He saw this paste 
put back in the crucible, the crucible 
with its contents put back in the fur- 
nace and spoonfuls of white powder or 
' palts and some substance that looked 
greasy, like lard, put in the crucible 
from time to time. This mixture boile1 
and sizzied in the furnace and finally 
the crucible, white hot, was lifted off 
and its contents dumped out on a stone. 

The stuff hardened quickly and be- 
came a mass as brittle as glass and with 
@ sheen like porcelain. This porcelain, 
when pounded with a hammer into 
dust or tiny. particles, yielded small 
lumps of wi Dr. Lange called silver. 
The correspondent has two of these 
smaller metal lumps. 

Dr. Lange asked the reporter to take 
the two lumps of metal to the assay 
office in New York and have them as- 
sayed by the United States Government 
experts, to satisfy himself that the 
lumps of metal were actually silver. 
The lumps will be submitted to the 
Government assfyers Monday. 

The powders and dull gray looking 
metal which Dr. Lange added to the ori- 
ginal efght ounces of silver he calls 
fluxes, and the resulting sixteen ounces 
of metal he calls a matrix of silver. 
The porcelain-like substance which sur- 
rounded the metal when it emerged 
from the crucible the second time he 
also called fluxes. ; 

Keeping the Secret. ‘ 

He is not revealing the ingredients of 
these fluxes. That is the secret, and 
he says if he disclosed it anybody with 
a knowledge of chemistry could do what 
he is doing, and the bene® of his 
years of experiments would be taken 
away from him. | 

The day’s work in the laboratory tn-* 
-volved three demonstrations or tests. 
The first was the making of sixteen 
ounces of a metal he calls silver out 
of eight ounces of silver. 

The second was the reduction of this 
sixteen ounces of metal to chlorides; 
Silver chlorides he called them. 

The third was the reconversion of 
again pro- 


If the lumps of metal in possession 
_ @f the Post-Dispatch correspondent are 
_ @aenyed by the Government experts to 
be silver, it would seem that Dr. Lange 
Bas accomplished what scientists for 
recs Of years have been striving to 
Spatemutation of base ed 
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precious metals. If that has been done 
the scientific world has been turned 
topsy-turvy for it would upset the fun- 
damental obstacle to metal transmuta- 
tion, the weight obstacle. 


Method Is a Mystery. 

According to this, an ounce of silver 
is composed of so many atoms of a 
weight that make an ounce. Holders 
of the atoms weight theory maintain 
there is no earthly way by which these 
silver atoms which make the ounce of 
silver can be increased with anything 
but silver so that they will weigh two 
ounces, 

What Dr. Lange did today in the pres- 
ence of the Post-Dispatch correspondent 
smacks of the magical, but there is 
nothing in his makeup or manner to 
indicate the magician or the sleight 
of hand artist. Dr. Lange was born 
in Scranton and has lived here all his 
life except the years he was in college. 

Laboratory in a Cellar, 

Dr. Lange’s laboratory is in the cellar 
of a frame building in the rear of his 
office, which is at No. 240 Adams ave- 
nue, facing the Court House Square. 

First the doctor put the-.eight ounces 
of silver in a small crucible which the 
correspondent first examined and saw 
was empty. Then on top of the silver 
he put in the crucible three tablespoons- 
ful of a white powder or salts. From 
another package he took a quantity of 
small pieces of gray-looking metal and 
weighed out exactly eight ounces. He 
did not put this metal into the crucible, 
but into a pasteboard box, putting the 
box on a shelf. 

Next Le turned on an electric blower 
end a roaring sound filled the cellar. 
He turned a valve in a gas pipe, and 
iighting a piece of newspuper threw it 
into the furnace, igniting the gas. He 
put the crucible containing the eight 
cunces of silver and the three spoonfuls 
of powder on top of the furnace. Five 
minutes later he added three more 
epoonfuls of the podwer. 

The furnace was getting hotter and 

hotter. He lifted the crucible with a 
pair, of tongs, raised the lid of the fur- 
nace ard then set the cricubls down at 
the bottom of the interior of the fur- 
nace, where it received the full benefit 
of the terrific heat. Soon the crucible 
became white hot and nothing vould 
be seen of its contents through the 
waves of the intense heat. It looked 
empty in only the hasty glance one 
could take because of the heat. 
_ While the mixture in the crucible was 
cooking the doctor busied himself in 
another part of the cellar getting ready 
for the second demonstration, that of 
converting the silver he made into 
ehlorides. 

He measured out 48 fluid ounces of 
nitric acid, dumped it into a large stone 
crock and then added four tablespoon- 
fuls of some white powder or salts. 
Twenty-five minutes after the crucible 
had been placed in the furnace he 
dumped into it two: tablespoonfuls of 
the white powder. He kept close watch 
of the passing of the minutes, and 
when the crucible had been in the fur- 
nace 30 minutes he took up a pair of 
tongs five feet long and lifted the white 
hot vessel out of the furnace, setting 
it down on a large piece of flagstone 
near the door of the cellar. 

Explains Dickinson’s Death. 

Catching up the pasteboard box into 
which he had placed the eight ounces 
of gray metal he dumped the pieces 
of metal into the crucible. Instantly a 
heavy, reddish brown smoke or gas 
arose Trom the crucible in a great 
volume. The doctor clapped a cover 
on the crucible, shaking it violently on 
the flagstones for about two minutes 
and keeping his face averted as well 
as he could from the fumes which work- 
ed° out of the crucible. Talking as he 
shook the crucible, Dr. Lange said: 

“This is where Mr. Dickinson got Bick. 
Instead of sitting over there agatnst 
the wall in that chair where I told him 
to sit, he jumped up and ran over to 
look in the crucible and put his face 
just where the fumes would strike him. 
It he had set in that chair, the fumes 
would not have bothered him as the 
air from the electric blower forces them 
out through the door to the air out- 
side.’’ 

After he had shaken the crucible for 
a couple of minutes he lifted it with 
the tongs and dumped the contents into 
a pail of water. The heated substance 
sizzled loudly as it dropped into the 
water, Dut in a minute or two the doc- 
tor stack his hand down to the bottom 
of the pail and drew up an irregularly- 
shaped piece of metal about six inches 
long, from 1 inch to 3 inches wide, and 
very thin. 

There was a number of smaller pieces 
in the bottom of the pail and these the 
doctor got out by pouring out the water 
through a sieve. There was some dirt 
or what looked like dirt In the crevices 
of the lumps of metal, but these were 
easily removed. 

“What is that you've got now?” asked 
the correspondent. ; 

“That's silver and we will see what 
it weighs,” replied Dr. Lange. 





| He put the silver lumps on a scale 
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and they weighed a trifle under six- 
teen ounces. 

“That is just about right,’’ he added, 
‘I suppose I missed a few small par- 
ticles, but the average is two ounces for 
one. 


Gases Do Not Affect Him. 
“Now I am going to convert this six- 


teen ounces of my metal which assay- 
ers have declared to bo silver, to chlor- 
ide o1 silver.”’ 

He took the stone crock into which he 
had earlier poured the forty ounces 
of nitric acid and dumped in the six- 
teen ounces of metal. As the metal 
struck the acid a heavy purplish, brown 
smoke arose. It had a very disagree- 
able smell, but the doctor stood gamely 
over it, stirring the mixture with a long 
glass rod. 

‘‘He seemed impervious to the fumes, 
which made the others cough. 

‘T have never been made sick by any 
of my experiments,’’ he said. ‘““‘But my 
wife is greatly worried and wants me to 
stop the whole thing. That metal I put 
in here would assay as it stood about 
800 fine, but when I refine it it will 
run up to 300. It came out fine today, 
but I think i lost half an ounce.’’ 

It was about 2 p. m. when the metal 
was dissolved and Dr. Lange started to 
turn the salts of silver back into silver. 
The silver salts looked like a white 
paste. He did not use ail of them in 
the reconversion; only about five ounces, 
of which two ounces were water. 

He put the five ounces in a small 
crucible, added some stuff that looked 
like white glue or lard and set his 
furnace going again. He put the cruci- 
ble on the lid of the furnace first, and 
then inside of it, adding some powders 
from time to time. ‘ 


Calls It a Hard Task. 

In about 30 minutes he lifted out the 
crucible and turned the mass out on 
the flat stone. 

“While it was sizzling on the furnace 
he said: « 

‘This is not important at all. It 1s 
merely turning it back to silver. After 
water evaporation, decompositiong fol- 
lows and that gives. off chloride gas, 
which is very dangerous for it causes 
suffocation.”’ 

I€ was tedious work getting the crocks 
of silver out of the porceluin-like sub- 
stance which held it, but when the little 
lumps were put on the scale they 
weighed one and a fourth ownces. 

“That is about correct,’’ said Dr. 
Lange. ‘‘Here are two lumps for you, 
and if you have them assayed I wish 
you would let me see the assayer’s re- 
ports. Now 1m dead tired. This may 
have seemed easy to you, but the anx- 
lety is hard to bear. You know I am 
not a chemist and what I have done 
in reconverting the chlorides back to 
.e metal is only the second time in my 
life that I ever attempted it.”

at Shaw’s Garden during the winter. 
This fact was admitted, in fact, boast- 
ed of, by both Director William Tre- 
lease and Supt. H. C. Irish, to a Post: 
Dispatch reporter yesterday. 
‘Yes,’ said Supt. Irish, “it 
been carried on considerably here 
all winter, and I hardly think that the 
evidences of it will fail to be noticed 


by the thousands of visitors that we 
expect et the garden for the Sunday 
opening.”’ 

All Are Grafters, 

Irish said that practically all the 
gardeners had had a hand in the graft- 
ing. He confessed thit he had con- 
nived at it himself, and said that Di- 
rector Trelease had full knowledge of 
the fact and had taken no pains to 
stop it. 

No indictments will be applied for, 
however as nobody was running for the 
Senate at the garden and the grafting 
was not of the Illinois variety. It did 
not even reach the 60-cent Pittsburg 
limit but was confined wholly to the 
plants. It was a perfectly harmless 
species of grafting and produced dec- 
orative and highly ornamental results 
out of rough material. 


A Tip for the Browns. 

But what the officials of the garden 
may not be so readily able to explain 
is the fact that a baseball game is an- 
nounced to take place at the garden 
this afternoon—Sunday. 

Besides a cheéice variety of ‘“pitch- 
ers’’ in the orchid houses, Supt. Irish 
has on hand for the occasion a select 
assortment of fly catchers that he 
says never make an error. When 
a fly lands in their “mitts” or rather 
midst, it is a gone fly. They are 
beauties without a doubt. In fact 
they are known as Venus fly traps. 
They have wide spreading leaves, 
like the surface of an outfielder’s 
glove, and when the fly lands in 
them the leaves close up like a book. 
There is never any chance for a 
“fumble,” for there are little hooks 
all about the edge of the glove or 
leaf that keep it firm. so that the 
spectators may cry with assurance, 
“squeeze it.” 

Spitball Pitchers. 

The “pitchers” at Shaw’s Garden 
are all up to date. They handle 
nothing but the. latest “spit balls,” 
as they are known .on the diamond, 
or dew drops, as they are called at 
the garden. Like that great “spit 
ball” pitcher, “Bugs” Raymond, sur- 
named by the sporting writers, “The 
Insect,” the Shaw’s Garden pitchers 
are also insectivorous. 

The “pitchers” get their name 
from the fact that at the end of 
their arms, or long, thin leaves, 
grow little green dippers in which 
they. catch and hold moisture as well 
as insects. 

Unlike the Venus Fly Traps, however, 
the “‘pitchers’’ do not absorb the flies 
and other insects which they capture in 
their buckets, 

Twenty-five guides will be 6n hand 
to show the public about. Though the 
garden is open each week day from 8 
a. m. until one-half hour after sunset, 
it will not be open again on Sunday 
until September. It was Henry Shaw’s 
wish that the garden should be open 
only the first Sunday in June and the 
first Sunday in September. 

Century Plant Interesting. 

Several hundred varieties of cen- 
tury plants are now at the Garden. 
A peculiarity of this plant is that it 
blooms only once in a lifetime. It 
starts to bloom at the base and the 
flowers grow to the top. When the top 
of the stock blossoms, the plant dies. 

The “showilest” flowers which will 
be viewed at the Garden today are 
the fancy-leaved coladiums. There are 
1% yarieties of these and they dis- 
play @ myriad bright colors. The 16 
varieties include 209 plants. These

NEW YORK, June 4.—Two important 
expeditions from the American Museum 
of Natural History will spend the sum- 
mer in the West in search of authropo- 
logical information regarding various In- 
dian tribes. 

One of the expeditions, In charge of

In three pages of pictures and 
print CHdrles M. Harvey, of the edi- 
torial staff of the Globe-Democrat, 
has told readers of current Leslie’s 
Weekly the ‘“Wonderful Story of a 
Great City. The “great city’’ of Har- 
vey’s theme is St. Lours. 

The article that is to chronicle and 
visualize the city’s material, intel- 
lectual and moral achievement, was 
written by Harvey for the Milljon 
Population Club. Its frank purpose 
is to justify St. Louis’ claim for the 
future by an eloquent story of what 
it already has accomplished. 

The reason of the Million Club’s ex- 
istence will have vanished before the 
next decennial enumeration begins, 
Harvey believes. Ten times one hun- 
dred thousand souls will by that date 
have found homes in St. Louis, he 
predicts. When that mark is reached, 
St. Louis will have conferréd on the 
United States the distinction of being 
the only country that has four cities 
each with a population of 1,000,000 
inhabitants. 

Nearly 750,000 People Here, 

Rejecting the estimate of Gould's 
directory—850,000—as too high, Har- 
vey says “it is altogether probable 
that Uncle Sam’s enumerators who 
are now -actively at. work,.will find 
nearly, if not quite, 750,000 people in 
the Missouri metropolis.” 

The grounds Harvey gives for his 
faith in the city’s growth to the ranks 
of those metropolises with 1,000,000 or 
more, are the same that explain its 
progress to its present estate. 

He points out that the city’s im- 
portance as the terminus of 26 rail- 
roads and an interstate system of 
electric lines, as a focal point on the 
inland waterways of the country, 
strategic position as the market for 
the 30,000,000 of people within a 
radius of 600 miles of it, and its 
resources of every kind found or ex- 
pected to be obtained in the temper- 
ate zone, are so many pillars of 
greatness. 

Predicts Deep Waterway. 

“Acording to the latest estimate of 
the Census Bureau,” says Mr. Harvey, 
“the 24 states,of the Mississippi Val- 
ley had 64.79 per cent of the coun- 
try’s population. The region pro- 
duces 75 per cent of the country’s 
wheat, 87 per cent of the country’s 
corn, 48 per cent of the country’s 
minerals, 66 per cent of the country’s 
cotton and 40 per cent of the coun- 


try’s manufacturers. Moreover, 60 per. 


cent of the things which the country 
exports are produced west of the 
Mississippi.” 

Development of the waterways which 
once were the commercial arteries of 
St. Louis and its tributary region, will 
come, in Harvey’s opinion, through the 
efforts of big railroad magnates. 

“The Mississippi, the Ohio, the? Mis- 
souri, the Illinois and the rest of the 
navigable streams in the big valley myst 
be made to do more work than they 
have been doing in recent years. Most 
of the experienced and alert railway 
chiefs see this necessity,” Harvey 
writes. 

To Welcome Use of Rivers. 

‘They would welcome the use of the 
rivers as the auxiliaries of and feeders 
for the roads. 
would not be a requirement, most of 
the bulkier freight could, with advan- 
tage, be ¢arried by the rivers, thus re- 
lieving the railways and permitting them 
to handle the smaller packages. The 
rivers would diminish the pressure on 
the roads and distribute the terminals 
over a wider area.’’ 
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In one or two paragraphs of Harvey’s 
article there is a reminder of the rivalry 
between St. Louls and Chicago a gen- 
| eration ago.

Brown Has Good System. 

Brown, the three-fingered wonde7, has 
a system of exercising that would make 
his fortune and banish corpulency as a 
human ailment if ordinary beings could 
endure it. Brown invented the system 
himself and uses it night and morning 
when desiring to reduce flesh without 
running. Every spring he organizes a 
class in calisthenics, from which no one, 
not even the poor correspondent, is ex- 
empted if his room happens to connect 
with Brown's. It is a common sight 
during the spring training to see six or 
seven men, a la natural, each with the 
coverlet from his bed spread upon the 
floor, trying to follow the movements 
and orders of the premier pitcher, 

Brown counts slowly—one, two—up to 
thirteen, and at every number the class 
struggles to follow his movements. The 
pauses between counts are more pain- 
ful than the movements’ themselves. 
After two minutes the novices are dou- 
bled up like small boys who have eaten 
too many green apples; in three min- 
utes the fat men weaken, and in féur 
Brown usually is left’>to continue the 
exercise alone until he stops to assess 
fines on the delinquents. Anyone can 
try Brown's exercise. It looks easy. 

Brown lies on his back full length 
upon the floor, his heels together and 
thumbs touching each other on the floor 
back of his head, with palms up. He 
counts one, raises his feet six inches, 
ankles tight together, and holds them 
there an instant. At the count of two 
he raises the legs to an angle of 45 de- 
grees, and stops the magain; three, the 
legs are raised slowly -until perpendic- 
ular with the body; four, the feet are 
lowered until over his face; five, he 
drops them until the toes touch the floor 
above his head; six, the feet are raised 
halfway up again: seven, they are again 
perpendicular; eight, they drop to 45 de- 
grees; nine, to six inches frorn the floor: 
ten, the heels touch the floor: eleven, 
the arms are raised slowly until per-. 
pendicular; twelve, they are dropped 
outward until the backs touch the floor; 
thirteen (and worst), the body is raised 
slowly to a sitting position without the 
aid of the hands. Then he rolls back 
and starts over again. 

Brown can go through the exercise a 
dozen times without breathing hard 
when in perefect condition, and he does 
it morning and night during the train- 
ing season. Some of his students have 
gone through the exercise four times. 

Training Camp Busy Place. 

With five hours of running, throwing 
and fielding, several miles of jogging 
back and forth from the bath houses to 
grounds, and hot baths, rub downs, box- 
ing, wrestling and walking, combined 
with individual exercises in rooms and 
massage at least once a day. the play- 
er’s day is fairly busy during the train- 
ing trip. 

The first week is a constant fight on 
the part of the manager to keep the 
men from injuring themselves by over- 
work, especially if the weather be fine. 
After two weeks it is a fight to make 
them work at all, for the moment a 
player begins to get near to what he 
thinks is playing condition he begins to 
shirk the routine work, and strives to 
save all his strength for the playing 
season. About all he wants to do dur- 
Ing that period is to bat. A ball play- 
er would get up at 2 o'clock any morn- 
ing to bat. During the second stage 
the pitchers, who must condition their 
arms more slowly, do most of the work, 
and the others practice batting. 

Batting is the bane of a manager's ex- 
istence. One spring, while moving south- 
ward with his team, Fred Clarke con- 
spired with a baggage master to send 
the bats astray. That kept the Pirates 
from batting for two days.

Team Wins Big-8 Meet 





URBANA, *Ill., June 5.—Notre Dame 
won in the intercollegiate conference 
Athletic Association annual track and 
field meet with 29 points today after 
one of the greatest contests in the his- 
tory of the event. Leland Stanford 
was second with 17, while Chicago nosed 
out Illinois and California for third, 
with 12. Illinois was tied for fourth 
with California at 12 points. 

Following are the scores of the oth- 
er colleges: 

Washington State, 10; Oberlin, 10; 
Wisconsin, 9; Minnnesota, 5; Kansas, 
5; Iowa, 8; Purdue, 3; Colorado Coliege, 
8; Western Reserve, 2; Miami, 1; South 
Dakota, 1. 

It was the first time that the cham- 
pionship was ever won by a non-con- 
ference college. The winners had a 
well-balanced team and won easily. 

Five new college records were estab- 
lished. Davenport was the star in the 
smashing, with marks of 48 4-5 seconds 
in the quarter and im. 56 4-58. in the 
half. Following were the new records 
established: 

One-mile—Baker, Oberlin, 4m. 20 4-5s.; 
old record, 4m. 2658. 

440-vyard dash—Davenport, 
48 4-is; old record, 49 4-is. 

220-yard hurdles — Fletcher, 
Dame, 24 4-5s. old record, 25s.. 

Half-mile—Davenport, Chicago, 
56 4-5s.; old record, 1m. 67 1-5s. 

High jump—French, Kansas, 6 feet % 
inch; old record 5 feet 11% inches. 

Baker of Oberlin equaled the record 
of 9 m. 50s. in the two-mile. Phil- 
brook of Notre Dame won the medal for 
the highest individual seores with ll 
points. He won the shot put and dis- 
cus throw and was third in the high 
jump. Davenport of Chicago, Nelson 
of Washington State and Baker of 
Oberlin scored 10 points each. Daven- 
port won the half-mile and mile runs, 
Neilson the 100. and 220 yard dashes and 
Baker took the mile and two miles. 

Great Finish in Mile. 

The one-mile run resulted in 4&4 
heartbreaking finish between Baker 
of Oberlin and Dohman of Wisconsin, 
the former winning by six inches. The 
remarkable time of 4m. 20 4-6s broke 
the old record of 4m. 25s., made by 
James D. Lightbody of Chicago, in 
1905. 

The 44)-yard run was easy for Dav- 
enport of Chicago, who won by several 
yards in the record time of 48 4-58., 
breaking the mark of 49 4-58, made by 
Merrill of Beloit, in 1901, Wayman 
of Leland Stanford jumped into the 
lead at the start and ran a phenom- 
enal 220 yards.

Bil] Abstein, the St. Louls boy, who 
Was expected to be the Browns’ first 
baseman this season, departed for Jer- 
sey City Saturday night, to which team 
he has -been released by Manager 
O'Connor. Abstein says he is satisfied 
with: the transfer and states that it 
will likely be but a sedson’s time when 
he will again become a member of some 
big league team. 

Abstein's releage was purchased from 
the Pittsburg (National League) club 
by President Hedges during the win- 
ter. He played first base in 1909 for the 
Pirates and, aceording to all critics, did 
his share of the good work towards 
winning the pennant for Fred Clarke's 
team. In the world’s series, though, 
Abstein had a bad streak. He made 
gome misplays that almost lost. the 
world's ehgmpionship for the Pirates to 
the Tigers of Detroit, 

‘Manager Clarke became displeased 
pleased with the big fellow’s work 
and despite Abstein’s good playing 
in the championship season, decided 
that he would not be the Pirate first- 
Sacker this vear. His release to the 
Browns resulted. 

The transfer affected Abstein. He 
only 
failed to bat for O'Connor's team, 
but lost several games through field- 
ing breaks, Abstein blames the fact 
that he was playing in his home 
town, alone’ with some ill luck, for 
his poor showing and consequent 
relewation to the minors. For the 
first time since he hag been a mem- 
ber of the local team, he told the 
Post-Dispatch how he figured his 
cate. He spoke as follows:

I fee] fit and was eager 
to make good in my home town, but 
just couldn't do the right thing at 
the right time.

“Tl think I will regain my form 
after I am in the Eastern League 
awhile.

Muscles Must Not Be ~ 
Rigid in Making Drive. 

To make a perfect drive, the muscles 
have to be relaxed and the long distance 
and direction obtained, not through mere 
muscular strength but by the wrist mo- 
tion and “follow through.” 

This is one point of many that migh’ 
be mentioned in connection with that 
one stroke, the drive.. Another is that 
a player should have his weight evenly 
balanced on both feet. At the moment 
the head of the club strikes the ball 
his hands and the face of the club 
should be in a line directly at right an- 
gies with the direction in which he wish- 
@s the shot to go. 

Above all things, the player should 
keep his head absolutely still and his 
eyes on. the ball, Some players seem to 
think that because they keep their eye 
on the ball they can twist their heads 
around at any angle they desire.

Another point is one that might 
be brought in connection with play- 
ers who have been at the game for 
some time but are dissatisfied and 
want to take lessons to try and cor- 
rect certain failings which they 
know they possess. For example, the 
fault might be in brassie shots, which 
the instructor sees at a glance are 
radically wrong and tries to correct. 
It may be in a very short time or 
perhaps after hours of hard and con- 
scientious work on the part of both 
teacher and pupil, that the latter 
finally overcomes his difficulty and 
makes the shot in the correct man- 





ner.

Here he realizes that with 
his old stroke, although it was not 
correct, he could get better results 
than with the new stroke, in using 
which ‘he does not yet feel confidence.

Now this may be a good thing for 
the wrestier—it insures him regular em- 
ployment at a fixed salary and enabies 
him to earn a living without Ernest- 
Roeberizing the whole sport or giving it 
& most dissolute appearance to the pub- 
lie. 

But it is awfully rough on the sport 
lovers, as St. Louis must be realizing 
from the dearth of good shows of the 
mat variety held in St. Louis. / 

The recent Zbyszko-Olson contest waa 
the first in which out-of-town wrestiers 
of note have competed -here since the 
“trust” introduced its din show, right 
under the noses of focal promotérs. 
That was when Gotch and company ap- 
peared with Jeffries and his combina- 
tion, last Christmas.

HAT several regiments of soldiers, working unknown to the world for many months, have been 
uncovering true pyramids, built of huge stone blocks and cement, larger than those of Egypt, 
is the astonishing news that has lately come from the Republic of Mexico. 

That these pyramids existed in earth form has long been known to archeologists. But it was 
always supposed that they were once great hills of sand, and that centuries ago—long before the 
time of Cortez, even—they were shaped and trimmed with shovels and spades. 

Removing the dust of ages past, however, the fact of their construction by human hands is now 
revealed, and, furthermore, almost indisputable indications have been found that they were the handiwork of Egyp- 
tians or the descendants of Egyptians. 

It is difficult to at once grasp the stupendous significance of this latter theory once it can be proven a fact beyond 
dispute. Primarily it will disclose that the western continent was discovered centuries and even ages before the date 
now established by history. 

But it may go even further than that, and, taken in connection with archeological finds being unearthed in the 
Mexican pyramids, it is possible that we are on the verge of discoveries bearing on the very life of the earth itself, and 
of the ancient races which inhabited it before the dawn of history. 

Of less importance in its possible bearing on world facts, but highly interesting in its possibilities, is the belief 
of many that when the pyramids are opened they will be found to contain treasure of fabulous worth, buried there by 
the ancient inhabitants of Mexico when these vast piles were erected. 

Situated only 27 miles from the City of Mexico, the San Juan pyramids, as they are known, long ago aroused the 
interest of the Mexican Government. Desultory investigation at last led to the belief that excavation might uncover 
something of value to the world, and work was begun some time ago. 

As this has progressed great secrecy has been thrown around what was being done, and little actual information 
heretofore been allowed to creep out. It-is now known, however, that sarcophagi containing human bones, obsidian 
Knives, terra cotta heads and fragments of rare and costly pottery have been uncovered. 

Also it is asserted by persons having certain knowledge of what is being found that the relics of a prehistoric age 
now being dug up are positively of Egyptian handiwork. Many of the fragments of pottery and the implements and 
utensils found are similar to those uncovered along the Nile, while scroll work and ornamentation on every hand is 
distinctly Egyptian. It is hinted, however, that even more specific proof that the San Juan pyramids were built by 
Egyptians has come into possession of the Mexican Government, but is being held back for compilation and verification, 
and, assuredly, if this is not now true, such revelations are expected within a very short time. 

While the group is spoken of as the San Juan pyramids, only two of them are attracting extraordinary atten- 
tion. These are the pyramids of the Moon and the Sun, the latter much the larger of the two. 

Each of these, it has now been found, is constructed of five gigantic layers of basaltic blocks, cemented to- 
gether. The Pyramid of the Sun covers more than fourteen acres of ground. Present excavations have shown 
its base to be 761 by 721 feet, and its limits have not yet been defined by the soldiers whc are employed at the

I assume that the reader is fam.liar with the 
story of the conquest, with the cruelty of the 
Spapiards, and with their bloody quarre:s over 
the spoils, and shall not th-refore review the 
history of colonial days. 

Tie chief interest in the Inca civilization arises 
from the fact that in this secluded empire on the 
taLlelands of the Andes a socialistic system was 
being tested. The Inca represented the Govern- 
ment; he asked for unfaltering loyalty and guar- 
The tasks were 
upportioned by overseers, and food and clothing 
were supplied as needed. The sheep were shared 
at an appointed time, and even hunting was 
The individual could not choose 
his habitation, his vocation, or even his wife. All 
these things were done for him. If the monarch 
wanted to build a road or an aqueduct, he de- 
tailed the necessary number of men to do the 
work. The palaces at Quito were constructed, 
we are told, of huge blocks of stone carried sev- 
eral hundred miles over mountain roads, and soil 
was brought up from the valleys on the Pacific 
slope 10,000 feet below. If the people of any dis- 
trict complained, they were removed in a body 
to some more loya! district, and their places were 
filled by persons who were not disaffected, but 
care was taken not to injure the health of the 
parties transferred.

The Indians used tools made of a mixture and 
tin, iron being apparently unknown to them. 

Money was not used among the Indians, al- 
though the Incas had gold and silver in abun- 
dance. So large was their store of the precious 
metals that Atahualpa, when captured, ofered as 
a ransom’ a quantity of gold plate and ornaments 
sufficient to fill a room 22 feet long, 17 feet wide 
and 9 feet high, and his half-brother offered 
twice as much. The first offer was accepted, and, 
although the unfortunate monarch actually turned 
over to Pizarro gold which Prescott estimates at 
$15,000,000, his life was taken by the conqueror, 
who was afraid to release him. 

In speaking of the Indians I must mention the 
peculiar animal which served then. in so many 
ways. The llama was the Indian's chief reliance. 
It resembles the camel; in fact, its scientific 
name is camelus lama. If the ca.nel deserves to 
be called “the ship of the desert.” the llama 
may, with equal ‘propriety, be described as the 
freight train of the Andes. It is docile and yet 
quite independent. It carries from seventy-five 
to one hundred pounds, according to the roads, 
and when overloaded lies down and refuses to 
move. In like manner it reserves the right to 
rest when, in its opinion, it has traveled far 
enough. When the llama lies down the driver, 
knowing from experience that violence will be of 
no avail, sits down and sings to the animal: 
“Llama (pronounced Yama), llama, llama, pasa 
(go ony, pasa, llama, pasa, etc. When the llama 
has rested sufficiently it yields to the persuasion 
of the driver and resumes its journey. 

* + 
FURNISHES FOOD, CLOTHING AND FUEL. 


The llama can go seven days without food or 
water, and for this reason it is very serviceable on 
long mountain trips, but after such a test of endur- 
ance the animals must be given thre. wees’ rest, 
While it reminds one of the camel in the shape 
of the head, the length of the neck and in the 
manner in which it lies down, it grows a coarse 
wool, from which the na ives still make the most 
of their clothing. When it is added that the 
flesh is used for food, and that its dung, when 
dried, furnishes the chief fuel, it wil: be seen that 
the llama was indispensable to the Indians before 
the advent of the white man, and that it is very 
necessary to his comfort even now. 

The Indians also used the wool of the alpaca, 
a native sheep, which is rapidly disappearing, 
and the still finer wool of the yicuna. 

Specimens of cloth of great antiquity are to be 
found in the museum, and earthen vessels of all 
einen and shapes prove a knowledge of the pot- 
ers art. : 

There are four traces of the Orient among the 
customise Of the Indians. For instance, the Inca 
wou'd open the spring season by plowing a fur- 
row with a golden plow, just as the Emperor of 
China now celebrates the coming of spring. 
There {ts more, however, to reminu one of the 
Egyptians, The ‘bodies of the rulers were em- 
balmed and they were le’t alone in thelr palaces 
with such things as they might: need on their re- 
turn to life. Some of the statues, too, resemble 
the work of the Egyptians, and there are -char- 
acters encugh like hieroglyphics to suggest a 
written laiguage. It is lly telieved, how- 
ever, tha. the Incas had no written language, 
although one writer insists: that they found a 
written tongue, but prohibited its use. A record 
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system by comparing it with our present civil 
service system. Our civil service furnishes em- 
ployment for comparatively few, and as tae em- 
ployes enter the service voluntarily, the condi- 
tions must be such as to draw them from other 
occupations, and whenever dissatisfied they can 
resign and take up some other kind of work. 
There is now perfect freedom both in entering 
and in leaving Government employment, and one 
can consult his tastes and convenience. This 
would be impossible in a socialistic state, and 
there would be no outlet for the discontent that 
would naturally be aroused. 

If party organization were kept up—and withb- 
out them the masses would be powerless to rem- 
edy abuses—we might expect party leaders to re- 
ward their supporters with the best places and 
the most agreeable work, while the drudgery 
would fall to the opposition. In this respect the 
subjects of the Inca were probably more fortunate 
than we would be under our form of government, 
for the Inca had no political frienas to reward. 
and no opponents to punish.

NOT AN AID TO PROGRESS. 


But even if we could imagine contentment un- 
der a system which makes all, or nearly all. 
employes of the state, we cannot believe such a 
system conducive to permanent and continuous 
progress. Freedom, not bondage, furnishes the 
environment for the development of manhood 
and womanhood. , 

God might have made man perfect, surrounded 
him with food and relieved him of the need of 
clothing—as He did the animals—but He chose 
to hake him a free moral agent and endowed him 
with power to choose between happiness and 
misery—made it possible for him to advance or 
to encompass his own ruin. 

This freedom has its penalties, but they are 
necessary to spur man on to great achievement. 
Individualism is in harmony with the divine plan, 
for it sets before man good and evil and urges 
him to choose the good—but leaves him free to 
reject the advice and suffer the consequences. 

It is not.only natural but commendable that 
the sympathetic, seeing the distress and sfffering 
in the world, should desire to protect man from 
them, but the remedy must be in harmony with 
natural laws. Sometimes a father who has 
reached financial independence through struggle 
and self-denial tries, in mistaken kindness, to 
save his son from a similar experience, but he 
usually finds that he has robbed his son of en- 
ergy, if not of character. 

Socialism does not present a real remedy: the 
cure is worse than the disease. It may exter- 
minate the fear of poverty, but it also eliminates 
the hope of independence. Under it man cannot 
fall very low, but he cannot rise at all. Socialism 
grades down, while individualism grades up. 
(Under socialism the tendency would be for each 
man to work as little as possible, unless he 
worked under compulsion. with a constant lower- 
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Vative market place at Lima, Peru. 


There was no poverty among the natives—they 
were equal in their present possessions and in 
their prospects for the future. So long as one 
worked he had nothing to fear, and he had noth- 
ing to hope for beyond food and clothing. There 
was little crime against property—and whenever 
crime was committed it was promptly punished. 

Here was a state of society in which there were 
no extremes, no reason for envy, no room for 
pride, and no excuse for despair. The individual 
had no choice; he could neither fall nor rise; he 
was the creature of circumstances and powerless 
to change his environment It was fortunate for 
him that the Inca was considerate; the environ- 
ment might have been worse. 

it is not fair, of course, to charge against s0- 
elalism all the evils of the social system of which 
the subjects of the Inca were a part It is only 
fair to sippose that universal education and the 
moral progress of the world wou.d. greatly raise 
the level of the people whether livirg under a 
sorialistic or an individualistic system. 

There was enough of the socialistic principle 
applied in the Incan system, however, to make 
some comparison possible, and in so far as a 
comparison can he fairly made, it is against the 
theory. The government ownership and operation 
of all the means of production and transportation 
may reasonably be expected to produce the same 
stagnation that was visible among che Indians. 

A socialistic system would necessarily imply 
restriction as to location and occupation. If the 
government is to be the employer of all who are 
engaged in producing and in distributing the 
products of labor, it must have the right to assign 
the tasks and to determine what each shall do 
and in what place each shall work. Such a condi- 
tion may have been tolerable under the Incas,. 
whose subjects were ignorant of history and of 
the conditions ex‘sting in other countries, and in 
addition were held in awe of the ruler both by 
— force and by reverence, but it would be 
up ble among an enlightened people, living 
under a government of their own creation, ad- 
ministered by mortals like. themselves. 

We cannot form an intelligent opinion of the 
conditions that would exist under a socialistic

ing of the average; under individualism the ten- 
dency is for each to make his work as effective 
as possible and he neéds no master’s lash to force 
him to his task. 

There is but one just basis of rewards, namely, 
that one shall be compensated in proportion to 
the value of the services rendered, and this basis 
cannot be fixed with acevracy by governmental 
decree. There are so many degrees of capacity— 
that competition alone can fix the reward with 
equity and fa‘rness. ! 

The trouble is that abuses have grown up under 
individualism, and Socialists, by attacking these 
abuses, turn attention away from the defects of 
the system which they propose. Fortunately for 
them, their system has never been tested by prac- 
tice, and therefore its faults have not been clearly 
exposed. The system whico the Spaniards found 

Peru was probably the nearest approach that 
has been found to a Ssocial‘stic system, and it ts 
an interesting study for that reason. 

The intelligent advocates of individualism must 
see that the best way to meet Socialism is to 
remedy the abuses which have aroused just crit- 
icism, and leave the system free to develop the 
hest that is in us under the stimulus which com- 
petition: furnishes. 

It must be remembered, too, that there is a 
moral principle, which, while independent of. acts 
entirely in harmony with, the economic principle 
which underlies individualism, namely, that one 
holds what he earns in trust for society. To give 
a man more than he earns is apt to benumb his 
sense of justice; to give him less than he earns 
is apt to arouse resentment; but when he re- 
ceives a reward which approximates in value the 
service rendered, he is encouraged. to do his best, 
and then the spirit of philanthropy should lead 
him to share with those less fortunate, and thus 
secure the satisfaction that comes from generous 
deeds. 

Christianity contemplates a social system vast- 
ly superior to that which the Incas imposed upon 
their subjects—-a system resting upon justice ind 
philanthropy, in which both happiness and great- 
ness are measured by service; it presents a con- 
ception of life in which each’ individual strives 
to make the most of himself that he may make. 
the largest possible contribution to the welfare 
of all.

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Sunlight Is the Great Panacea, According to an 
Fminen! Health Authority, Who Insists That It 

Pe Yo; - Can Only be Had in Sufficient Quantities by a 
Radical Revision of Our Building Practices « ~ 


HE cheapest thing in the world—and the least appreciated—is sunlight. This is the view of an 
eminent London physician, Dr. William 8. Sadler, who, in a recent book on ‘‘ The Science of 
Living,’’ advocates the building of glass houses, and says they are not an improbable innova-

A dwelling constructed wholly of glass, he says in his book, could, by the shifting of blinds 
and rugs, be daily disinfected and sterilized from cellar to attic, by flushing every squar 
foot of space with the cleansing light of the sun.

most needed at the present time is that compel- 
ling suitable space to be allowed on the southern 
exposure of every human dwelling place to, per- 
mit illumination and sterilization. 

According to Dr. Sadler, the mode u method of 
building cellars so that the ‘oundations of the 
house inclose a dark and prolific breeding ground 
for the microbes of aisease is archaic and should 
not be permitted. Every ce..ar or basement 
should be so constructed that fresh air‘and sun-_ 
light could be admitted. If this were done. 
damp walls, which breed mold and microbes, 
would be a thing of the past. 

Dr. Sadler advocates that no o1e but a licensed 
architect should be allowed to mak: a p'°n for a 
dwelling place, and to secure such a license he 
should be compelled to demonstrate that he is 
thoroughly trained in all matters of house 
hygiene an@ that he knows the true value of 
sunlight as a sterilizer, for these are things that 
vitally concern the life and health of the race. 

The idea] house for the preservation cf health 
would be constructed Wholly of glass above the 
foundations, in combination with steel and con- 
crete. The foundation walls. above the surface 
of the surrounding earth should have a continu- 
ous line of windows on all sides to acis‘t air, and 
should be high enough to permit sunlight to enter 
the cellar from the south, east and west. Dry and 
sanitary cellars would be the result, and the fam- 
ily might be as well able to live in the cellar 
as on the first or second floor. 

A house properly built of glass .nd steel would 
be as strohg as one built of brick, and it would 
be -as tight against the weather. Concrete sup- 
porting pillars could be erected at intervals for 
the support of the roof, the divisions between 
being made of steel framcs filled in with panels 
of reinforced glass. 

The walls of the rooms would be provided with 
blinds, which could be made as ornamental as 
desired, to guard the inhabitants against intru- 
sion from the outside. By raising or lowering 
these the house could be darkened or flooded with 
light, as desired. 

. The roof could be made of steel frames filled 

tn with thick translucent glass that would admit 
the glow without the glare of the sun. This, too, 
could be protected by sliding blinds when it was 
desired to darken thc house. 

Sunlight is indispensable to the life ana health 
of the human race and other of the higher forms 
of life, while it is instanily fatal to the vast 
majority of disease germs and micro-organisms 
which prey upon man and in a thousand and one 
Ways constantly jeopardize his health and hap- 
piness. 

The same ray of sunlight which carries health 
and physical salvation to the waning consumptive 
is immediately fatal to the ife of his great enemy, 
the tiny tubercular bacillus, tue cause of che 
rat “white plague.” 

' Since we know that about one-quarter o! the 
population of civilized countries is afflicted with 
some form of tuberculosis, how urgent it is that 
all human dwelling places, sleeping rooms, living 
rooms, factories, workrooms, ete.—in fact, all that 
pertains to the life of man—should be so arranged 
to give free access to the glorious sunshine. 














It is this disinfecting and germ-destroying 
power of sunshine that has probably saved man- 
kind from a universal scourge of tuberculosis 
that otherwise would have resulted from the 
careless spitting of consumptives in_ public places. 
Old Dr. Sunshine, the primeval physician, has 
saved us from probable extinction. 

In the development of luxury in the modern 
house, with all its conveniences and_ splendid 
sanitary appliances, altogether too little provision 
has been made for the admission of sunlight, Dr. 
Sadler thin's. 

The march of science has delivered us from the 
scourge of itch and other skin diseases which 
were prevalent during the Middle Ages; the ad- 
vent of the iron bedstead has conquered the in- 
sects which were such a cross to the careful 
housewives of a few years ago; modern plumb- 
ing has done away with sewer gas—but the 
scientific conquest of foul air and darkness re- 
mains for this day and generation. 

Sunshine is the source of all earthly energy. 
Whether used in the form of coal from the buried 
forests of long ago to warm our houses, o> in the 
fresh and growing vegetables of. today to nourish 
our bodies, it is the same radiant energy tnat we 
are utilizing—the same vitalizing rays of the sun. 

The animal body is an energy consumer. The 
green plants are energy gatherers and food build- 
ers for man and the animal world.

While the work of the Mexican Government 
has been carried on with such secrecy that it is 
impossible to state just when it was begun, an 
interesting evidence of how recent it really is 
may be found in “Mexico,” a notable book by 
C. Reginald Bnock, F. R. G. 8., author of several 
books on Central and South America. 

“Mexico” was published only last year, but in 
it Mr. Enock, referring to the San Juan pyramids, 
says that Cortez and his Spaniards, defeated and 
fleeing, passed near the great “earth” pyramids 
of the Sun and the Moon, “but even at that time,” 
he says, “they were—ag they are today—mere 
mounds of earth in which the pyramidal form has 
been partly obliterated by the action of time.” 

Since that time, as has been related above, 
excavations have shown that the pyramids are 
not “mere mounds of earth,” but that they were 
built with geometrical accuracy of great blocks 
of stone strongly cemented together. . 

Evidences of stairways leading from the base 
to the tops of the pyramids on the exterior have

maintained is due to the belief of the «Mexican

In- 
deed, there 1s no apprenticeship so arduous 
as that of the ‘‘ Anointed of the Lord.’’ 
Its severity robs them in their earliest years 
of all sorts of pleasures and delights that

nave known two of the princes of the reigning house of Bavaria to actually run away 
from home for no other purpose than to obtain a taste of freedom. 

One of them, Charles, second son of Prince Louis, the future King of Bavaria, was some 
18 years of age when he gave his mentor, Baron von Soden, the slip, and effected his es- 
cape from Munich alone and on foot, with the object of tramping to Hamburg, whence 


he proposed to work his passage by shipping 
something of the world. 


LL equipped for any such ven- 
ture, in the way of money, 
jewelry, clothes or experience, 
le met with all sorts of ex- 

traordinary adventures on the 

road, until, having in turn 
been robbed, beaten, driven 

from village inn doors as a 
disreputable hobo, he. land- 
ed, thoroughly demoralized 
by hunger, cold, fatigue, 
footsoreness and bruises, in the pauper ward of 
the hospital of Schwandorf. 

It was-only after being bathed and put to bed, 
that one of the attendants caught sight of the 
royal coronet on his linen, which led,to an inves- 
tigation that resulted .n the discovery of his iden- 
tity. Conveyed back to Municn, the “Off.cial Ga- 
zette” a few days later contained the announce- 
ment that Prince Charles had been sentenced by 
the Regent (his grandfather) to three months’ 
close arrest “for leaving Munich without the per- 
mission of the chief of his family” (that is, the 
Regent), “or of the officer to whose orders he 
was subject,” namely, Baron von Soden. 

No mention was made in this notification of 
the young runaway Prince’s parents. They had 
no voice in the matter. It is the sovereign alone 
who exercises any authority over the young peo- 
ple of the reigning houses of Europe. His au- 
thority overrides that of their father and mother. 
In fact, theirs is virtually nil. He, and not they, 
determines the particular course of study which 
a princelet is to pursue; it is he who often, with- 
out any regard to their wishes, selects the royal 
lad’s tutors, and the royal maiden’s governesses. 

Prince Bismarck was wont during the youth 
of the present Kaiser to vent his hostility to the 
then Crown Prince and h's English-born consort, 
by inducing old Emperor William to appoint peo- 
ple particularly objectionable to them as teach- 
ers and military governors of their eldest son. 
And these unfortunate parents, who subsequently 
occupied the German throne for 100 tragic days 
as Emperor and Empress Frederick, were com- 
Delled to submit the training of their first-born 
to men who sought to influence him against them, 
and against their views; one of therm, a thorough 
scoundrel, Capt. O’Danne, eventually being dis- 
missed from the army,-and landing in jail. Nor 
was it until after repeated pleadings and argu- 
ments of Empress Frederick with her father-in- 
law that much to the disgust of the Iron Chan- 
cellor the old Emperor yielded to her to the ex- 
tent of sanctioning her choice of the celebrated 
Prof. Hintzpeter as one of her son's “coaches” 
and tutors.

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princes and princesses who, in the event of their 
succeeding to the throne, become thereby intrust- 
ed with the direction of the destinies of entire 
nations. 

It is sometimes argued that monarchs "ve 
had their day; that they are no longer anv- 
thing but mere ornamental dummies, and that all 
real power is vested in the hana: of the people, 
as represented by the ministers of state. But, al- 
though the crown is shorn of much of the au- 
tocracy which it exercised in medieval times, yet 
its influence for good or for evil remains very 
great. The tributes from all parts of the world 
during the last few weeks to the memory of Ed- 
ward VII convey some idea of the immense au- 
thority which he exercised over the affairs of his 
own vast empire of 400,000,000 souls. and as a 
factor in international affairs. 

The Kaiser is admitted, even by his most sav- 
age critics, to be, so to speak, the mainspring of 
the movement, not merely of the Government 
administration, but also of the entire German 
empire, since there is not a phase of Teuton life 
in which his activity and his initiative are’ not 
apparent. No one but the present Czar could 
have overcome the almost insuperable obstacles 
placed by the reactionary Muscovite aristocracy 
and bureaucracy in the way of the introduction 
of constitutional government in i.ussia—a reform 
in the accomplishment of which he has displayed 
an infinite amount of patience and persistency. 

Then, too, society, in all monarchial countries. 
takes its cue from the sovereign, in its customs. 
its prejudices, its fads, and its mode of life. And 
the ways of society, so-called, a._ reflected among 
all classes of the population.

And this training has 
been going on for 15 years 
or more, that is to say, 
this mingled civilian and 
military apprenticeship, 
destined to fit the hard- 
working Crown Prince for 
the onerous responsibili- 
ties and duties of rulership 
of the German Lmpire. Be- 
fore that he and his 
brothers went through a 
course of training at the 
military cadet sckool of Plooen, and tnen spent 
a couple of years on the benches of the public 
school at Cessel, mingling freely with school- 
mates drawn from every class of German 
life, from the noble to the peasant, and from the 
haute finance to the petite bourgeoise, after 
which, like their father before them, they were 
sent to the University of Bonn, on the Rhine. 

In Austria, too, the Archduke, Francis Charles, 
the grandnephew of Francis Joseph, and destined 
one day to take his place on the thrones of the 
dual empire, has received much of his schooling 
in the public schools of Vienna, where he fre- 
quently might be seen sitting beside sons of 




















not énjoying the same degree of liberty, of free- 
dom and of independence as themselves. 

This idea of sending future emperors to school 
is a concession to the democratic spirit of the 
age, and its aim is to bring a potential sovereign 
into personal and intimate touch wi.n his future 
lieges, and thus to foster bon.'s of sympathy be- 
tween the throne and the people. The olden 
times, when the very touch of royalty was re- 
garded as possessed of semi-divine properties, and 
when the person of the heir to the crown was 
looked upon as so sacred that in his youth so 
called whipping boys, recruited from the aris- 
tocracy, were kept, in order to receive in his 
stead the chastisement called forth by his mis- 
conduct, are long since past and gone. The young 
Duke of Cornwall, heir apparent of Great Britain, 
has been through quite as many boyish rough- 
and-tumble fights at the naval colleges of Osborne 
and of Dartmouth as his father on board the 
training ship Britannia. 

Indeed, King George is on record as having 
been court-martialed when a midshipman by his 
gunroom messmates on the Bacchante for having 
refused to do his turn on watch, and, after having 
been duly sentenced, to have undergone a par- 
ticularly severe spanking, administered by the 
middie who had been compelled to do double 
duty in his stead. Emperor William is credited 
with having been quite free in the administra- 
tion of personal chastisement to his many sons 
when they were boys, and one of the most amus- 
ing snapshots ever made by Queen Alexandra is 
one which represents the late King at Frogmore 
leading his eldest grandson, the young Duke of 
Cornwall, by the ear to his mother, the then 
Princess of Wales, to undergo condign punish- 
ment for some especially exasperating bit of mis- 
chief of which he had just rendered himself 
guilty. 

No subject is more fertile for discussion than 
this question of the education of royalty. Much 
might be written about those picked men and 
women to whom is entrusted by the sovereign 
the task of fitting its scions for the possible occu- 
pancy of the throne. Contemporary history does 
not accord sufficient attention to the influence

teenth century that continues to be remembered, 
namely, that of Pobiedonostzeff, the stern and 
fanatical tutor of Alexander III of Russia. 

The altogether Spartan severity with which the 
present King of Italy was educate, at his father’s 
behest, by stern old Col. Osio, is known to but 
few, and, while it is possible that the rigorous 
treatment to which the royal lad was subjected 
by the Colonel, and which cost his mother, Queen 
Margaret, many a bitter tear, may have cone 
tributed to mold his singularly fine character as 
a ruler, it certainly blighted his youth. Then, 
too, one could write much of all that is required 
of royal princes and princesses in the shape of 
training, in the matter of linguistic attainments, 
in knowlerge of all sorts of abstruse dynastic and 
religious problems, and in the most absolute cem- 
trol of any display of their feelings.

and They Constitute a Contingent of the 
Boys Brigade of America 


F, on a bright Saturday morning, you 
should see a company of small boys, 
some wn khaki, some in blue uniforms, 
and some not uniformed at all, but 
all bearing guns on their shoulders, 
hiking along a country or 

through a park, you will understand that 1 
is a company or a brigade of the Umited 
Boys’ Brigades of America off on a scouting 
Sxrpedition into the County. 
™ Vou may see them again late in the even- 
), ang hiking back to town. This time they are 
4ired, gloriously tired, and most awfully 
Thungry, but the happiest boys in St. Louts. 
Trudging beside them are three or four 
young men, uniformed as officers. There 
will be the Major, a First Ineutenant and a 
couple of Second Ineutenants, and you may 
recognize in them young fellows you know 
as a teller in a bank, a clerk in a railroad of- 
fice, a young lawyer, or even a high school 
boy. With them may be Major General Jos- 
eph A. Rose, commanding the Division of 
Missouri, who is connected with the Umited 
States Lighthouse Department in St. Louts. 
This is the junior militia of St. Louwss, to 
which boys from 9 ta 16 years old may be- 
long if they are connected with some Sun- 
day school. Thére are 200 of them wn St. 
Louis, and there should be twenty times as 
many. There would be, Gen. Rose believes, 
if the movement and tis advantages were 
better known to. boys and their parents. 


—«N the United States there are 
40,000 boy soldiers belonging 
to the United Boys’ Brigades 
of America. These have no 
connection whatever ~ th the 
“Boy Scouts .f America,” re- 
cently organized and pat- 
terned after a similar or- 
ganization founded by Gen: 
Sir Robert Baden-Powell in 
England. 

The Boys’ Brigades of America was founded 25 
years ago in Glasgow, Scotland, by W. A, Smith 
and Prof. Henry Drummond the em‘nent scholar 
and author. Since then it has spread all ver 
the continent of Europe, to nearly every sate 
in this Union, to Australia and New Zealand 
where it is very strong; to India and Ceylor ww 
Japan and China, and even into Africa; inaeed, 
wherever the Christian religion has a foothold. 

The Boys’ Brigades are conducted -entirely in 
connection with Sunday schools, but the or- 
ganization is non-sectarian. The -bject of the 
organization is to elevate boys and roung men, to 
bring out all the good tere is in them, to pro- 
mote habits of revere..ce, discipline and self- 
respect, to create-in them a love of their country, 
and to inculcate the spirit of Christian manliness. 

Boys, and especially American boys, take 
haturesty to soldiering. From he very begin- 
ning, when little lads shouldered muskets in the 
‘War of the American Revolution up to the Span- 
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ish-Americau War, when the boys of this coun- 
try were fairly afire with the patrioti- military 
spirit, almost every little chap has dreamed of 
wearing a uniform and bearing a gun in the cause 
of his country. 

When a small boy wishes to join a company of 
the Boys’ Brigades he makes a pledge befo,e his 
or the commandant of a‘s church, or 
before a commissioned officer of the Brigades, 
that he will not use intovicating liquoi; that he 
will not use profane, vulgar or indec-~t lar guage; 
that he will obey faithfully all the rules of the 
company; that he will do all in nis power for the 
advancement of Christ’s kingdom among boys, 
and the promotion of habits of obedience, rever- 
ence, discipline and self-respect, and that he will 
set an example of good conduct to his comrades 
and all other boy:. He further promises to be a 
good soldier by attending promptiy ai. meet- 
ings of the company to whic. he belongs, and 
to be a regular atten nt e* Suncav school. 

Although the appea. to the boy primarily is 
through the military feature of the organization, 
its true motive is the “salvation of the boy.” A 
boy of from 12 to 16 years of age is at the most 
important and formative perio. of his life. If he 
is neglected then, there is plenty of amusement 
of a debasing character in all large cities calling 
to him. But there is the appeal to the best side of 
him. and an outlet-for the mi'itary spirit that is 
in most of them, through joining a Boys’ Brigade. 

But the Brigade is not a military organization 
in the sense that it creates in him unwholesome 
desires for warlike methods, nor is religion 
stuffed down his throat, as the saying is. In the 
Brigade both religion and military obedience and 
discipline are absorbed in a natural and pleasant 
way, by any boy who has a wholesome spirit to 
begin with, and by the other sort by the appeal 
to him of manly example. The boys are taught 
to be neither mollycoddles nor brutes, but honest 
and good, as nature intended most of us. 

The Brigade fosters in the boys the social in- 
stinct that is in them all, and whici., if it is neg- 
lected, often develops into the fang spirit, which 
is one of the worst features of city life. The 
saloon and the gang ethies, with their alfure- 
ments ‘of spurious manliness, are out to capture 
the boys who seek society where it is easiest to 
find, and it should not be hard to bring them to 
the best, considering. the attraction to most of 
them in belonging to a military organization. 

The National Guard of the country is its 
stronghold, and boys who have been reared in the 
Brigade natvrally graduate into the militia regi- 
ments competent to pass examinations for com- 
missions. « 

In the Brigade there are as many departments 
of-military activity as there are sorts of boys. In 
many states boys with a taste for mechanics are 
formed into signal corps, where they learn the 
military use of wireless and of Morse telegraphy. 
If they are inclined that way, they may join the 
hospital corps; or, if musical, join a_ military 
band. While the infantry arm of the service ab- 
sorbs most of them, in some cities the Brigade 
also has artillery and cavalry regiments. 

In dealing with boys it is important to main- 
tain a right attitude toward sport. A good many 
boys have a tendency to allow sport to command 
their whole time and govern their thoughts and 
ambitions. The Brigade gives every encourage- 
ment to and maintains sport, but it also seeks to 
train boys along proper athletic lines. 

In this connection most of the churches which 
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support Brigade companies make some provis'on 
foe: os s caumaiateh connected with the ——— 
building, and thus place moral influences aroun 
at the same time elevating it. Some of 
the churches have football and baseball teams, 
eoached by the officers, who are themselves 
graduates of high and manual schools and have 
been star school or college athletes. 

The Brigade companies meet once a week and 
are thoroughly drilled in the manual of arms and 
setting-up exercises. Every boy furnishes his 
own gun and uniform as soon as ne can afford it, 
for the uniform is not compulsory at first, 

Once a week, or as often as possible, the vari- 
ous companies go on hikes into the country under 
the charge of their officers. These are occasions 
of great pleasure to the boys, who generally man- 
age to find a swimming hole at the end of the 
hike. 

The annual encampments of the Brigade are 
looked forward to by the boys as the one great 
military occasion of the year. In the camps they 
are looked after by the officers as well as if they 
were at home, and derive great benefit from the 
discipline, which is enforced as rig-dly as if the 
boys were members of a state military organiza- 
tion. When they are not drilling or engaged in 
sham battles, the boys indulge in outdoor sports, 
in scouting or in fishing, swimming and playing 
ball. 

As for their church connections, the benefit they 
derive from their association in Bible classes goes 
without saying, and is such as will appeal to 
every parent. Boys who nave shown. a lack of in- 
clination to attend Sunday school under ord‘nary 
circumstances enjoy Bible study with the fellows 
of their company and strive by their example to 
stimulate other boys to their duty in this re- 
spect. , 
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Brigade Soidiera._-Lieut. W. H. Smith, Commandiny, 
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seek to save himself at the expense of others. 

“The Boys’ Brigade is the best thing I know 
for the development of boys in every way,” said 
Gen. Rose, who has had experience with boys in 
the National Guard of the District of Columbia, 
with high school cadets and with the Boys’ 
Brigade, of which he is the commandant of the 
Division of Missouri.

should be in St. Louis. The reason is that we 
have no financial support. For .nstance, we 
have no camp equipment. We should have tents 
and everything to make a successful camp every 
year.

We have plenty 
of musica] boys. We need a drum corps also. 

“Some rich man who has the interest of the 
boys at heart should take hold of this matter in 
St. Louis and give the Boys’ Brigade a financial 
uplift.

Remnants of the Pamunkey Indians Still Live and Maintain Tribal Relations in the Very Section Where 


OCAHONTAS isto have a monu- 
ment at Jamestown. The Daugk- 
ters of Pocahontas, a national or- 
ganization, has raised $5000, Con- 
gress. has supplemented the sum 
by an equal amount, the statue is 
being made’ and will be dedicated 

some time during the summer. 

In the face of these facts at as interesting 
to know that there is lost in the wilds of 
the northern neck of Virginia, bul a littl 
back of Jamestown, a remnant of the tribe 
of which the Indian princess, who was the 
best friend to the early settlers, was a mem- 
ber. In that fragment of a tribe is pre- 
served in all its purity, the very blood of the 
young girl who saved the life of Capt. John 
Smith and the colony from famine.

It has been nearly three centuries since the 
Pamunkey yielded to the gods of the white man 
and turned to their reservation in the bend of the 
river. Other tribes stronger and tore numerous 
have disappeared, but the Pamu:reys have re- 
mained. There was about them some quality that 
refused to yield itself to the oblivion of the 
vanquished race and they are stiil intact. Their 
settlement is officially known as Indian Town, 
and is located in King William County. 

They live so quietly taat some years ago the 
Congressman from that district denied their ex- 
istence. Yet, as a matter of fact, the tribe has 
been here unchanging for 200 years. It is today 
110 strong and the numbers have been practically 
at that figure for two centuries. A stalwart, wiry 
race, stil] Indian to the core, it has maintained 
itself distinct in an eddy of a vast civilization 
that has been about it. 

This is the only tribe in Virginia that has 
maintained itself as such, and there are few like 
it east of the Mississippi. Its lands are held 
under a grant from the state. They are owned 
in common and the privilege of occupying a given 
tract is given by the chief and his council. The 
tribe governs itself through laws and regu.ations 
that are made by its own officials, and it is rare 
indeed that State authorities have found it neces- 
sary to interfere with its affairs. 

In reality it is a little republic in itself, self- 
directing, self-supporting, under the nominal con- 
trol of the State of Virginia, but unaffected by 
that control. The government is still Indian in 
its manner of working out. It ts Indian in its 
reverence for the great white f ther. It pays no 
taxes to the State or nation, yet each year it 
sends an Indian tribute to the Gov rnor of Vir- 
ginia in the form of a brace of ducks, a wild 
curkey or a deer. This has been done since the 
‘ime of the first treaty, and the act today is one 
of the chief ceremonies of the tribe. 

Yet, despite this fidelity to Indian blood and 
Indian custom, the Pamunkeys of today are w.ch- 
ent a language of their own. They speak only 





have fOrgotten che language of 
There is but an  .ccasional word 
They may speak of a son in 
terms of endearment as ‘“‘tonshee, which is a 
tribal word. “Kenaanee” means friendship and 
the old men of the tribe may use it occasionally. 
“Moccasins” and “tomahawk” are words ‘hat the 
English language added through this identical 
tribe, but the tribesmen know of them only 
through the English. 

There is a State school in Indian Town taughi 
by a white teacher. All the mea uid wonien of 
Indian Town read and write knglish. There edu- 
cations in that language are similar to those of 
other people living in very rural communities. 
They are in this respect on a par witl the rural 
whites. 

But by nature they are still free, wild Indians. 
They scorn work on their farms as did the 
haughty braves of vore. It is labor fit only for 
negroes, and, in fact, they employ these on occa- 
sion to cultivate their gardens. But there are no 
huntsmen or fishermen in America superior to 
the Pamunkeys. A few sportsme. know that and 
go into their country each season, secure a 
Pamunkey guide and ar initiated into the wood 
lore of the aboriginee. 

But the first love of the modern. sons of Pow- 
‘hatan is the water. They are the greatest fisher- 
men that the Atlantic coast knows. When the 
shad begin to run, then is their harvest time. 
All the waters from Nowfolk to New York know 
them, for they readily dare the open sea in theiy 
open boats. 

Maintaining their race integrity is a dominating 
passion with the Pamunkeys. On occasion they 
are permitted to intermarry with whites, but 
never with other races, The negro is especially 
put under a ban, and there is an interesting cause 
for this. There was a time, in slave days, when 
outlaw slave traders raided the reservation and 
carried away their children and sold them as 
slaves. In those days protecting their children 
required eternal vigilance, and an intermixturs

This process gives it so 
close a resemblance to real cut glass that 
even experts maybe deceived. 

The kind of cut glass that is counterfeited 
is called open work, such as plates, nappies 
or any flat article through which the work- 
man can readily see when finishing it. 
Another help fn selecting cut glace is its 
weight. The genuine is made from pure lead 
glaee, made chiefly in America, especially for 
cutting. This lead glass is very heavy.

EVERAL years cgo, when I was strug- 
giing for recognition, I reached one 
decision and never swervyca from it. I 
would not patronize costumers or 

modistes who c..tered especially to stage 
favorites. I would individual.z+ my clethes as 
! individualized my acting. I employed one 
clever French seamstress to ceme to my single 
room in a theatrical boarding house, and to- 
gether we achieved a sartorial triumph. My 
first stage gown was the “different” sort, of 
which advertis'ng geniuses love to write. “I 
have designed every gown for street, house, 
dinner, ball or stage wear that I have had 
since. I would continue to do this, no matter 
what my income or my position in the theat- 
rical world. 

In my home I have a workroom which a 
costumer might envy. Sometimes my work- 
ers do not understand my drawinges—I admit 
they are execrable in workmanship—then I 
have to cut out the goods myself. Again, I 
want to secure an effect in a combination of 
embroidery, braiding or spangling which has 
never before been used. Then it is casier for 
me to work a section of the pactern than to 
explain and explain. Seeinze me _ set the 
stitch'ng is enough, Any of my workers ean 
copy what I do. 

To be explicit, I wanted the effect of heavy 
military decorations on my “Boot gown” of 
flame-colored satin. Hungarian applique and 
embroidery would give the desired effect, but 
might prove too heavy on satin. I secured 
bits of cloth, soutache, heavy embroidery silk, 
sequins, etc., and worked out a section of 
decoration, giving an even balance of ap- 
pliqued cloth and soutache to lighten the 
actual weight and yet leave the heavy look. 
My embroiderer caucht the idea and finished 
the pattern. I generally draw all trimming 
designs, which an expert redraws accurately 
and copies with tracing paper. 

[I wanted a gown which would give a mili- 
tary air, yet be distinctly feminine and cling- 
ing, with a train. I designed the “Boot 
gown” so called because the boots are of the 
same fabric as the gown anc cut from the 
same piece, a peculiar two-toned satin. as the 
front gore.

HERE is no excuse for any woman to 
pay for butter and get oleomargarine. 
The tests. are quite simple. One is 
called the Waterhouse est. Fill ea 
ordinary tumbler partly full of milk warm 
enough to melt a small amount of butter. Add 
the butter, and after it has melted place the 
tumbler in a pan of the ice-cold water, stir- 
ring its contents all the while with a small 
wooden stick. If any foreign fats are present, 
they will coagulate in lumps, which can be 
drawn out witb the stick, while, if pure butter 
has been put into the milk, it will granulate 
as it cools, so that it could not be 
separated from the milk.
